Judge 
throws out 
Knoller 
murder 
conviction

T he decision this week to throw 
out Marjorie Knoller’s second- 
degree murder conviction is 
being met by one unanimous 
reaction: shock. 

Friends and family of Diane 
Whipple are joining prosecutors in 
expressing outrage while the defense 
is praising the ruling handed down on 
Monday, June 17, as “courageous.” 

San Francisco Superior Court 
Judge James Warren stunned his 
courtroom by partially granting a de¬ 
fense motion seeking a new trial. 
Knoller and her husband, Robert 
Noel, were convicted in March of in¬ 
voluntary manslaughter and keeping 
a mischievous animal that killed a 
human being. Knoller, who was with 
her two Presa Canario dogs during 
their January 26, 2001 hallway attack 
on Whipple, her neighbor, was also 
convicted of second-degree murder. 
Warren granted Knoller a new trial on 
the second-degree murder charge. 
Many legal experts and the prosecu¬ 
tion itself questioned whether a sec¬ 
ond trial for second-degree murder 
would constitute double jeopardy. 

Prosecutors, Whipple’s partner, 
Sharon Smith, and Whipple’s friends 
and family are questioning why War¬ 
ren waited until now to throw out the 
second-degree charge when he had 
ample opportunity to do it before, 
during, and after the trial. 

Whipple’s mother, Pamela Whip- 
ple-Kelly told the Bay Area Reporter 
that the decision left her “outraged.” 

“I think it’s terrible,” she said. 
“After the grand jury thought there 
was enough evidence to hand down 
the indictment initially and they felt 
them guilty and then all of a sudden

Pat takes a pay cut

ome said it was bound to happen, partic¬ 
ularly in a poor economy and the post- 
September 11 donor fatigue that left 
many nonprofits struggling for funds. 
The San Francisco AIDS Foundation 
announced on Tuesday, June 18 that it is fac¬ 
ing a $2.5 million budget gap, and must lay 
off 28 of its 117 employees, including nine 
managers, three of which are at the senior 
level. Additionally, the agency’s remaining se¬ 
nior management will take a 10 percent pay 
cut, and SFAF Executive Director Pat Chris¬ 
ten will take a 12 percent pay cut, bringing her 
annual salary down from $207,032 to 
$182,188, not including benefits. There will 
also be no raises in salaries for the duration of 
the coming fiscal year, which begins July 1. 

“It’s a very sad day here,” said Gustavo 
Suarez, SFAF’s director of communications, 
about the agency’s layoffs. “There are some 
stellar people here who do direct client ser¬ 
vices and struggle every day to assist people 
and affect people impacted by HIV/AIDS, and 
they do it with great commitment and pas¬ 
sion. It’s tremendously difficult to have to in¬ 
form a staff of this caliber that we need to 
eliminate their positions.” 

Christen, often the target of criticism for 
what has been called an exorbitantly high 
salary, told the Bay Area Reporter that she 
gladly accepted the pay cut to help ensure the 
agency’s survival. 

“A 12 percent cut is a very appropriate 
thing to do in light of the circumstances,” said 
Christen. “The board has made the right de¬ 
cision regarding that and I fully support it.” 

Christen also addressed criticism of her 
salary - which is set by the board of directors 
- by stating, “Our commitment to compen¬ 
sating people competitively so that we can 
seek and maintain the best possible folks is 
something I don’t make any excuses for. Our 
compensation philosophy has served our or¬

ganization very well through the years.” 

SFAF’s layoffs are expected to be complet¬ 
ed by June 30, although some staff members 
will stay on a few months into the next fiscal 
year for transition purposes. 

“The layoffs are absolutely necessary if the 
foundation is going to continue, and that is our 
focus here, to continue serving communities 
that rely on us,” said Suarez, who emphasized 
that in light of the economy and the way other 
nonprofits have struggled, “we’ve been fortu¬ 
nate we’ve been able to hold off this long.” 

Sudrez, incidentally, is one of the senior 
managers who will leave the agency, along with 
the director of human resources and the direc¬ 
tor of HIV services and treatment support. 

SFAF has been able, he said, to make cut¬ 
backs carefully so as to prioritize client ser¬ 
vices. Current services - including client ad-

week after a fatal crash between two 
police cars, the city is still mourning 
the death of the first openly gay cop 
killed in the line of duty. 

Only blocks from his home, Offi¬ 
cer Jon C. Cook, 38, died from injuries sus¬ 
tained in a colli¬ 
sion involving two 
marked police cars 
at the intersection 
of 17th and Do¬ 
lores streets on the 
night of Wednes¬ 
day, June 12. 

At approxi¬ 
mately 10:30 p.m. 
the two vehicles 
collided while an¬ 
swering a call to 
assist in the arrest 
of a stabbing sus¬ 
pect near Dolores Park. Police investigators 
believe the cars crashed due to a “washout” 
effect where the vehicles canceled out each 
other’s sirens and lights. 

Cook and his partner, Officer Michael 
Celis, 34, were responding to assist in the ar¬ 
rest of Monte Haney, 29, who was wanted 
for a brutal domestic violence attack where 
police say he gouged out his girlfriend’s eye 
and beat her with a meat cleaver. (Haney 
was eventually captured by other officers.) 

Driving south on Dolores Street, Cook 
and Celis collided with another patrol car 
driven by Officer David Lee, 22 and his pas¬ 
senger Officer Nicholas Ferrando, 25, who 
remains in critical condition at San Francis¬ 
co General Hospital. All four officers were 
based at Mission Station. 

Ferrando was ejected from the vehicle 
and sustained head injuries. Cook suffered 
severe head trauma and died later that 
evening at SFGH. Cook was the 95th San 
Francisco officer in the department’s histo¬ 
ry to die in the line of duty. 

“Cook was an exemplary person as well 
as police officer,” said Police Chief Fred Lau. 
“He was doing what he was trained to do. I 
am very proud he was a member of this de¬ 
partment.” 

Since the accident, flags have flown at 
half mast throughout Northern California 
and officers in both the San Francisco Police 
Department and San Francisco Sheriff’s De¬

As state debates equal 
benefits bill, CAPE 
honors backers of SF law

A s San Francisco celebrates 
the five-year anniversary of 
its landmark equal benefits 
ordinance, the California Alliance 
for Pride and Equality wants Cal¬ 
ifornia to be the first state to 
adopt such legislation. 

CAPE convinced Assembly 
Assistant Speaker Pro Tempore 
and out lesbian Christine Kehoe 
to lead the fight to have the state 
adopt legislation similar to San 
Francisco’s ordinance. Kehoe, a 
Democratic assemblywoman 
from San Diego, introduced 
AB1080 into the Legislature this 
month. 

The bill would prohibit agen¬ 
cies of the state of California 
from contracting with businesses 
that discriminate in the benefits 
they offer the spouses of their 
employees as compared to the 
benefits they offer the domestic 
partners of their employees. It is 
modeled after San Francisco’s 
legislation. 

It is scheduled for a hearing 
before the Senate Judiciary Com¬ 
mittee on June 25. Based on its 
reception at the committee, 
Kehoe said she will have a better 
sense if legislators are leaning to¬ 
ward support or defeat of the bill. 

“I suspect the Senate will be a 
little more engaging than some of 
the more conservative Assembly 
members,” said Kehoe. “I think 
we have got a good chance of get-

ting it passed in both houses and 
sending it to the governor.” 

When the equal benefits ordi¬ 
nance was first passed in San 
Francisco in 1997, only a handful 
of companies gave equal domes¬ 
tic partner benefits. San Francis¬ 
co’s law stipulated that all com¬ 
panies granted city contracts 
must offer their LGBT employees 
in domestic partnerships the 
same benefits as workers who are 
married. 

According to CAPE, the city’s 
ordinance has resulted in a major 
change in the way businesses 
treat their LGBT employees. 
Now, included among the 4,000- 
plus companies extending do¬ 
mestic partner benefits in the 
United States are over 150 For¬ 
tune 500 companies. 


Nearly 30 percent of the 
largest companies in the United 
States now offer the benefits. In 
San Francisco, the contractors of¬ 
fering domestic partner benefits 
employ a nationwide pool of ap¬ 
proximately 1.5 million people. 

The city has successfully de¬ 
fended the ordinance in court 
against a lawsuit filed by several 
airlines that contended they 
should not be required to adhere 
to the law. And Berkeley, Los An¬ 
geles, Oakland, Seattle, and San 
Mateo County have all adopted 
similar legislation. 

“This bill is about equity in 
the workplace. Two employees 
doing the exact same job with the 
exact same qualifications should 
not be compensated differently 
simply because one is married 
while the other is in a domestic 
partnership,” said CAPE interim 
executive director Geoffrey Kors. 
“It is now time to extend this 
equality to the employees of en¬ 
tities that contract with the state. 
It is simply unacceptable for tax 
dollars to be spent buying goods 
and services from companies that 
discriminate.” 

For groups like Out and 
Equal, which advocates for equal 
treatment of LGBT employees 
within the workplace, passage of 
the bill would significantly ad¬ 
vance its goals. 

“Our goal is to support and 
advocate for LGBT employees in 
any kind of workplace so having

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Volunteers needed 
to install pink triangle

very year it heralds the start 
fp® of the city’s Pride celebra- 
v J tion. Seen from as far as 20 
miles away, the pink triangle atop 
Twin Peaks is a visual reminder of 
both the intolerance gays face and 
the pride the community is no 
longer afraid to present. 

This year will be no different. 
The Friends of the Pink Triangle 
is once again calling for commu¬ 
nity members to help install the 
symbol on the hillside and come 
out for the pink champagne chris¬ 
tening of the display. 

“To many, the pink triangle is 
just a brightly colored graphic 
image which has come to repre¬ 
sent the gay movement and there 
is not a connection to how the 
symbol came about,” said Patrick 
Carney, a member of Friends of 
the Pink Triangle. “We realized its 
history of hate was being forgot¬ 
ten and wanted to inform as many 
people as we could of its signifi¬ 
cance.” 

It has been six years since the 
first pink triangle adorned the 
hillside. Organizers of the project 
say it not only serves as a reminder 
of how the Nazis used the pink tri¬ 
angle in concentration camps to 
identify and shame gays, but also 
serves as a remembrance of con¬ 
temporary hate crimes. 

“Its display is also intended as 
an instrument to initiate discourse 


concerning hate crimes. We want 
to help prevent others from expe¬ 
riencing the results of hatred that 
Matthew Shepard, Allen 
Schindler, Brandon Teena, and 
countless others have been sub¬ 
jected to,” said Carney, who along 
with Thomas Tremblay and 
Michael Brown, founded the pro¬ 
ject. “If we can help prevent addi¬ 
tional crimes like the ones com¬ 
mitted against them, we will have 
been successful in our attempt to 
inform the public.” 

Workers are needed to assem¬ 
ble the hundreds of pink tarps and 
the thousands of 12-inch tent 
stakes used to hold the canvasses 
to the hillside. The installation will 
begin Saturday, June 29 at 7 a.m. 
and is expected to take place until 
10 a.m. 

Volunteers, with hammers in 


hand, are welcome to stop by the 
Twin Peaks vista point overlook 
parking lot anytime during the 
morning. The Friends of the Pink 
Triangle need about 45 people to 
help them install the triangle 
which is nearly 200 feet across. 

For the second year in a row, 
the pink triangle will be illumi¬ 
nated, and this year, search lights 
will pan the sky above the site dur¬ 
ing Saturday evening. 

The triangle will remain 
throughout Sunday, June 30 and 
will come down at 6 p.m. that 
evening. Volunteers are also en¬ 
couraged to come help take down 
the tarps. 

The Twin Peaks overlook is lo¬ 
cated on Christmas Tree Lane off 
of Twin Peaks Boulevard. For

Volunteers needed for 
San Francisco Pride

1 f wandering aimlessly or fight¬ 
ing for viewing space has thus 
' far defined the Pride Parades 
of your past, there’s a better way to 
be a part of the most famous 
queer celebration in the world. 

San Francisco LGBT Pride 
needs volunteers for the festival and 
parade from June 29-30, an event 
that in its 32nd year is anticipating 
the largest turnout in history. 

More than 1,500 volunteers are 
expected, and the opportunities 
are almost endless. There is a spe¬ 
cial need for safety volunteers, 
who in addition to making sure 
the event runs smoothly get the 
best view of the parade, according 
to Pride’s Regina Bauer.

“I’ll recruit anybody who 
wants to be recruited,” said Bauer. 
“Volunteers should call me with 
their interests and I’ll point them 
in the right direction.”

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Women's Building hosts mural fundraiser

I n March, several progressively- 
minded institutions in the 
Mission District of San Fran¬ 
cisco were hit with racist, anti- 
Arab, and misogynist graffiti. 

The black spray paint declared, 
“Kill Arabs” and “Cunts” on the 
Women’s Building; “Die sand nig¬ 
gers” and “Dead Arabs=Peace” out¬ 
side Community United Against 
Violence; and “Bomb Arabs” on 
the side of Community Thrift. 

But it was the Women’s Build¬ 
ing that incurred the most dam¬ 
age, with an entire wall of its well- 


known mural affected by the 
painted statements that were ac¬ 
companied by strategic cross-outs 
of images of AIDS activists and 
people of color. 

This Saturday, June 22, the 
Women’s Building will host “Rising 
Above Hate,” an event to celebrate 
the spirit of the mural, entitled 
“Maestrapeace,” which means 
“Woman: Teacher of Peace.” The 
event will aim to raise essential 
funds to restore the vandalized 
mural and to “stand in unity with 
our community against hate and 
violence,” according to a statement. 

Rising Above Hate begins at 8 
p.m. at the Women’s Building, 3543 


18th Street, at Valencia, and in¬ 
cludes spoken word, music, and 
dance. Featured artists are Cuban 
Band Batey, Loco Bloco’s women 
Bateria drummers, Avotcja, Khush- 
bu Srivastava, and DJ’s Chata 
Gutierrez and Jose Ruiz. Food has 
been donated by chef Andrea Pinto. 

Founded in 1979, the Women’s 
Building was the first women’s 
community center in the country 
and is home to several LGBT or¬ 
ganizations.

I t hasn’t yet opened, but al¬ 
ready the new tranny and 
queer performance festival, 
“Fresh Meat,” is being talked 
about as history in the making. 

On Tuesday, June 25, and 
Wednesday, June 26, Fresh Meat 
debuts at the ODC Theater at 17th 
and Shotwell at 8 p.m. as part of 
the National Queer Arts Festival 
and is co-sponsored by Trannyfest 
and Trans-Art. 

“It’s a fresh, fierce, and tasty 
queer and trans cabaret,” said Sean 
Dorsey, the event’s producer. More 
than 15 artists will be featured, in¬ 


cluding Tina D’Elia, Deep Dickol- 
lective, Shawna Virago and the 
Deadly Nightshade Family, Gigi 
Otalvaro-Hormillosa, the guys 
from Luna Sea’s “Trans Men Tell 
Their Tales,” dancer/choreograph¬ 
er Dorsey, and House of Vogue. 

“We’re the all-you-can eat 
smorgasbord of the National 
Queer Arts Festival,” said Dorsey. 
“Homo hip-hop, genderqueer 
modern dance, unapologetic per¬ 
formance art, all-female break¬ 
dancing, and dance theater that 
responds to the collision of race, 
gender, and sexuality.” 

Dorsey said he founded Fresh 
Meat when he realized that both 
Tranny Fest - the transgender film 


and art festival - and the Lesbian 
and Gay Dance Festival were absent 
from this year’s LGBT offerings 
(Tranny Fest returns in the fall of 
2003). Although created in response 
to having fewer showcases for queer 
artists, Fresh Meat has “grown into a 
larger project with a long-term vi¬ 
sion and mandate,” said Dorsey. 

“Fresh Meat also responds to 
the lack of true representation 
many of us have experienced in 
traditional queer productions that 
claim to be inclusive. We’re proud 
to prioritize presenting the work 
of artists of color and/including 
transgendered artists,” he added.

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Justice 


W e are conflicted over the ruling on 
Monday by San Francisco Superi¬ 
or Court Judge James Warren that 
threw out the second-degree murder con¬ 
viction of Marjorie Knoller in the infamous 
dog-mauling trial. After all, a grand jury in 
San Francisco handed up the charge of sec¬ 
ond-degree murder and a jury of 12 people 
in Los Angeles found her guilty of that 
charge following a lengthy trial. And the 
case was brutal: a young, athletic lesbian was 
mauled to death in the hallway of her own 
apartment building; her partner had to fight 
for the right to sue for wrongful death, won 
that battle and helped to change state law. 
We, along with the gay and lesbian commu¬ 
nity, wanted justice for Whipple. 

However, Judge Warrens decision in the 
criminal case was based on his review of the 
law, which found the evidence lacking on the 
murder conviction. For a second-degree 
murder conviction, implied malice must be 
proven; Warren found that implied malice 
was not demonstrated. Attorneys who are 
not involved in the case but who have ob¬ 
served it noted that it’s not enough for 
Knoller to have known that the dogs were 
dangerous to meet this implied malice stan¬ 
dard. Warren said that the only part of 
Knoller’s trial testimony that he believed was 
when she said she did not know her two 120- 
pound Preso Canario dogs were capable of 
killing someone. Warren said that to be guilty 
of second-degree murder, Knoller had to 
know that taking one of the dogs out of the 
apartment could have deadly consequences. 

Knoller and her husband, Robert Noel, 
are “the most despised couple in the city,” as 
Warren famously declared Monday. Both of 
them behaved despicably in the aftermath of 
the brutal mauling of Diane Whipple, even 
going so far as to blame Whipple for her own 
death. But justice isn’t based on a populari¬ 
ty contest or whether defendants are “lik¬ 
able.” Judge Warren, acting in his capacity as 
a “13th juror,” reversed himself when he 
threw out the murder conviction this week. 

We are at a loss as to why Judge Warren 
waited this long to make his decision, which 
shocked everyone. Whipple’s partner 
Sharon Smith and her supporters, Whipple’s 
friends and family, the prosecution team, 
and defense lawyers were all stunned when 
the judge handed down his decision. War¬ 
ren had earlier denied defense motions be¬ 
fore the trial to throw out the murder 


charge, saying at the time that there was 
ample evidence to support the case. 

It is unlikely that Knoller will be retried 
on the murder charge. Warren let stand her 
conviction on a count of involuntary 
manslaughter. Retrying Knoller on the mur¬ 
der charge would raise constitution¬ 
al questions involving double jeop¬ 
ardy because, in effect, Knoller 
has already been tried for Whip¬ 
ple’s death. 

While we empathize greatly 
with Sharon Smith’s frustration and 
anger over Judge Warren’s decision, we 
knew that obtaining a conviction on sec¬ 
ond-degree murder would be 
extremely difficult. It hasn’t hap¬ 
pened yet in the state, and after 
Monday’s surprise decision toss¬ 
ing out the conviction, it looks like this case 
won’t be the one to set precedent in that area. 

In another matter, justice - in a moral 
sense - was served this week at the San 
Francisco AIDS Foundation. After years of 
calling for Executive Director Pat Christen 
to take a pay cut, she has surprised us by 
doing just that, as we report this week. It 


seems SFAF faced a $2.5 million budget 
deficit and as a result, s*me 28 jobs were 
eliminated and some salaries were reduced, 
including Christen’s whopping annual 
salary of $207,032. We applaud SFAF for 
this belt-tightening. For too long, SFAF’s 
board of directors kept giving Christen raise 
after raise, apparently never consider¬ 
ing that capping or reducing her 
salary would mean that more money 
could be spent on client services. 
Now, of course, there’s less money and 
layoffs, but SFAF says that core client 
services should not be deeply affected, 
though people may encounter less 
* one-on-one time with staff 
and increased waiting time. 

Thanks to the downturn in 
the economy, the board and 
management of SFAF have had to reconsid¬ 
er the automatic raises. We understand that 
those who lost their jobs now join the ranks 
of the unemployed, and we sincerely hope 
they are successful in finding other work. 
(The same, by the way, goes to those work¬ 
ers who were laid off last month at Project 
Open Hand.) But SFAF has done the right 
thing in reducing top salaries. T

O ur display of rainbow flags and yellow 
equal signs appears disingenuous 
these days. Symbolizing inclusiveness 
and equality, they seem increasingly out of 
place representing a community which ren¬ 
ders many unequal and that excludes whole 
segments of its population from the bene¬ 
fits of its growing wealth and influence. 

Maybe we should adopt the GOP’s ele¬ 
phant instead - it would be a more fitting 
emblem of our community and leading 
community organizations as they stand 
today. At least in so far as our treatment of 
homeless LGBT youth, we have perfected 
the very arrogance and indifference of the 
wealthy and powerful toward those who are 
poor and disenfranchised that many in our 
community attribute to the Republican 
Party. We have abandoned our own most 
vulnerable youth - not the hallmark of a 
community with its priorities in order. 

The result is readily apparent: greatly dis¬ 
proportionate numbers of LGBT youth liv¬ 
ing and dying on America’s streets. Those 
who have not succumbed due to violence, 
disease, or suicide face terrible choices, such 
as whether: to spend a night in a shelter, in 
which they risk being sexually assaulted or 
beaten; to sell their bodies for shelter or 
food; to forego the use of a condom for a 
few extra bucks; or to “escape” their harsh 
reality with drugs and alcohol. Instead of 
getting a helping hand up, they are more 
likely to be pushed to their knees. 

Incredibly, this enormous suffering and 
loss of life has failed to move the heart - or 


purse strings - of our community. Though 
unable to control the hate, ignorance, and 
intolerance that forces thousands of these 
kids from their homes and communities 
each year, we could make a huge difference 
in what happens to them from that point 
forward. We could offer many safety, pro¬ 
vide many with life-affirming choices and 
opportunities, and we could save many 
lives; though significantly, we do not. 

Our efforts on their behalf are 
minor at best, our investment of re¬ 
sources meager. Not surprisingly, 
services geared specifically toward 
helping them remain scarce. 

Yet, our community’s dearth of 
compassion and generos¬ 
ity toward homeless 
LGBT youth doesn’t end 
there. We have also large¬ 
ly failed to work with - or agitate against, 
when necessary - traditional service 
providers, funders, and government agen¬ 
cies to ensure these kids safe access within 
our nation’s existent shelter and youth ser¬ 
vices systems. As a result, they lack even the 
most rudimentary safety net. 

Our stubborn adherence to an educa¬ 
tion-only model for HIV/AIDS prevention 
further evidences our callous disregard for 
the crisis they face. To kids in dire need of a 
hot meal or a safe place to sleep, we hand 
out condoms and pamphlets. Alone, these 
efforts and the funky ad campaigns that ac¬ 
company them remain so much latex and 
hot air. 

If truly serious about reducing the inci¬ 
dence of HIV and AIDS among these kids, 
we certainly must do more. We must, in fact, 


broaden the whole paradigm for HIV/AIDS 
prevention. Surviving on the street from day 
to day places LGBT youth in an extraordi¬ 
narily vulnerable position with regard to 
HIV/AIDS, as well as other sexually trans¬ 
mitted diseases. Unless we aggressively tar¬ 
get homelessness, and the self-destructive 
behaviors so often associated with life on 
the street, we will continue to see infection 
rates soar. 

Practicing safer sex, and taking care of 
oneself generally speaking, pre¬ 
supposes some degree of safety, 
stability, and hope for the future 
- all of which we have yet to 
offer our homeless youth. 

What is required of us 
may be daunting, the 
work arduous. But should 
we finally include their 
well-being high among our priorities, and 
make equal their consideration in allocating 
our vast resources, we may yet give them a 
fighting chance. Perhaps too, our leading 
advocacy organizations, like the Human 
Rights Campaign and the National Gay and 
Lesbian Task Force, will find the heart to 
stop playing just ever-so-slightly naughty 
cops to the Log Cabin Republicans’ good 
cop and begin fighting for the lives of our 
homeless youth. 

Only then will the rainbow flag and yel¬ 
low equal sign - not the elephant - reflect 
our reality and our aspirations. ▼

An opening for Hansen? 

Sometimes an image in the newspaper can trigger 
a whole line of thought. That’s what happened when I 
saw that locker-room photo of supe candidate Shawn 
O’Hearn splashed on the front page of the B.A.R. 

My first reaction was one of dismay. “Great,” I 
thought to myself sarcastically, “just what the world 
needs - more testosterone in power.” 

But then I realized something else. Although I’m 
not a big fan of Eileen Hansen (so far), the photo sug¬ 
gested a strategy of how she can win the supe race in 
District Eight. 

Hansen can run on a “beyond testosterone” plat¬ 
form. 

She needn’t even mention words like 
“testosterone,” “male self-centeredness,”

Instead, she can do the following: 

Focus on the needs of children. No 
supe candidate has made a priority of 
the needs of children in the city. It’s one 
of the great neglected areas of public 
policy. Hansen can come up with new proposals for 
helping children, especially children of working-class 
families or one-parent families. 

Focus on the needs of women. Much attention in Dis¬ 
trict Eight has been given to the Castro, with its testos¬ 
terone cult, porn video outlets, gyms, and dildo stores. 
(How much pom, how many dildos, do those muscle- 
builders heed, anyway?) Hansen can direct attention to 
women in the district, coming up with proposals dealing 
with women’s health, safety, and general well-being. 

Focus on the needs of families. Noe Valley contains 
many struggling families with young children. Hansen 
can address their concerns about child care, adequate 
education, and neighborhood cleanliness, peaceful¬ 
ness, and safety. 

In stressing issues like these, Hansen will have a 
natural advantage in being a woman. No male candi¬ 
date, and least of all those with locker-room photos 
of themselves, can ever match a woman-identified 
woman speaking articulately and with feeling about 
children, women, and families. 

The catch, of course, is that Hansen will have to 
loosen up. She often comes across like Trotsky in drag. 
Even I would prefer a towel-draped Shawn O’Hearn 
to that spectacle. 

But if Hansen can cut loose and speak with feeling 
about these women’s issues, she would be a tough can¬ 
didate to defeat.

I have been a resident of San Francisco for 20 years 
and have watched the quality of life for residents de¬ 
cline due to crowded conditions. As a candidate for 
supervisor in District 2,1 see no need for more build¬ 
ings, and much need for more open space. I would 
propose that the city should purchase all remaining 
vacant lots and require that all new buildings to be 
built must replace existing structures. All new struc¬ 
tures must comply with the safest seismic codes imag¬ 
inable by the California Seismic Safety Commission 
and experts in the field. I am very concerned about 
the large number of brick structures, whether they be 
reinforced or not, especially those which are residen¬ 
tial buildings. The Tenderloin in particular has many, 
many such buildings, which I would suggest should 
be torn down and replaced with safe structures. 

I am also highly skeptical of the accepted wisdom 
that our high-rises will safely withstand whatever 
Mother Nature decides to dish out. It may be very 
likely that we should dismantle many of the upper 
stories of the downtown area buildings and further 
secure the remaining facades. 

There is no acceptable level of earthquake-related 
mortality, despite the opinions of some. 

I also oppose any further expansion of the airport 
and suggest instead, the creation of a new airport in 
the middle of the Napa Valley, which will be very ac¬ 
cessible to all those in the North Bay who wish to jet 
around to their various destinations, contributing 
new funds to all our wonderful friends in the Middle 
East who consider women no more than slaves and 
democracy a joke. Thanks so much.

Can we talk? 


by Paula Martinac 

W hat’s the role of dialogue 
in the process of social 
change? And can people 
from different political and social 
vantage points really talk to and 
hear each other? 

I began thinking a lot about 
these questions after receiving re¬ 
sponses to my March interview 
with Rosie O’Donnell from reli¬ 
gious fundamentalists earnestly 
trying to persuade me that homo¬ 
sexuality is the wrong path. 
“Wouldn’t it be better to abstain 
from that lifestyle as a living sacri¬ 
fice unto God instead of risking 
losing eternal life?” and “Anyone 
who is gay has not read the Bible!” 
were typical of these notes. In gen¬ 
eral, the responses were polite (“I 
hope you don’t mind my writing 
to you”), but I tended to dis¬ 
miss them at first anyway - 
after all, rereading the Bible 
won’t convince me to take its 
words literally. 

If you watched the tele¬ 
vised town meeting from 
Roanoke, Virginia - 
part of Nightline's re¬ 
cent weeklong series 
on the lesbian 
and gay com¬ 
munity - you 
heard similar 
thoughts about gay people in 
abundance. One religious 
Roanoker after another asserted 
the “sinfulness” of homosexuality; 

' some went even further, pro¬ 
nouncing it an “evil.” Unfortu¬ 
nately, only a few gay people and 
their allies countered effectively. 
When host Ted Koppel asked a gay 
man to reply to a woman’s accusa¬ 
tion about gays “recruiting,” the 
poor guy looked shell-shocked 
and replied that he didn’t know 
how to respond to such igno¬ 
rance. 

The Roanoke town meeting 
underlined a dilemma in our so¬ 
ciety that I believe stands in the 
way of meaningful social change. 
The fact is, many of us have a hard 
time accepting and communicat¬ 
ing with people whose opinions, 
beliefs, and lives differ sharply 
from our own. This problem has 
had devastating consequences for 
gay people, who don’t have full 
civil rights and are denied them by 
those who wield power and dis¬ 
agree about our need for legal 
equality. 

But at the same time, the prob¬ 
lem has been evident in our own

community, when, for example, 
gay men and lesbians have treated 
each other like alien beings, based 
mostly on stereotypes. (“Lesbians 
hate men!”“Gay men are misogy¬ 
nists!”) Likewise, gay Republicans 
and Democrats have used the lan¬ 
guage of enemies. I recently 
saw a notice for a panel at 
the New School in New 
York called “The Great Gay 
Political Debate,” which 
promised that speakers from 
the gay left and right 
would be on hand to 
“slug it out.” 

Deborah Tannen, dis¬ 
tinguished 
professor of 
linguistics at 
Georgetown 
University and author of many 
popular books on problems in 
human communication, would 
probably say that the reason gay 
and straight, left and right, can’t 
talk to each other is because we 
live in an “argument culture” that 
discourages listening. We’re con¬ 
ditioned to see every issue as ei- 
ther-or - in the traditionally male 
style of debating - and to strive to 
prove our opponents wrong. In 
highly volatile situations (like the 
so-called culture wars between 
gays and the religious right),“peo¬ 
ple end up thinking that there is 
obviously no solution to the prob¬ 
lem,” Tannen has said, “because 
the two sides are so polarized.” 

But what if, Tannen posits, we 
allowed that there might be three 
sides to an issue, or four, or more? 
What if “The Great Gay Political 
Debate,” for example, included the 
gay center, too? Maybe then in¬ 
stead of a “slug-fest” we’d get dia¬ 
logue. 

There were glimpses of hope at 
the Roanoke town meeting that 
suggested some people’s willing¬ 
ness to move beyond an absolutist 
point of view. The straight woman 


who seemed adamant that gays 
“recruit” had within minutes con¬ 
ceded that perhaps her notion of 
“recruiting” could also be seen as 
caring outreach. A Methodist min¬ 
ister who earlier in the Nightline 
series had said he would never or¬ 
dain a gay minister voiced discom¬ 
fort at straight townspeople judg¬ 
ing their gay counterparts; he also 
admitted that he’d read psycho¬ 
logical studies about homosexual¬ 
ity, which were informing his 
views. A lesbian MCC minister 
showed interest in accepting a din- 
ner-and-conversation invitation 
from a fundamentalist Christian 
who pointedly asked, “Can you see 
my beliefs as valid for me?” 

Of course, there will always be 
hard-core religious right-wingers 
who actively try to deny us our 
legal rights, and we should con¬ 
tinue to debate and resist them. 
And there will always be gays and 
lesbians who write off all religious 
people as bigots or view them 
with derision. 

But I’m intrigued by the town 
meeting format, which is poten¬ 
tially less about debate than dis¬ 
cussion and lends itself to the 
open exchange of ideas for people 
willing to take part. What if more 
communities sponsored meetings 
that gay and religious leaders from 
various perspectives helped set up 
and structure? 

That might, at least in belea¬ 
guered towns like Roanoke, be a 
start toward social change. After 
all, as the straight editor of the 
Roanoke Times pointed out, just a 
few years ago a gay-straight town 
meeting could have never hap¬ 
pened in his city. T

an equal benefits ordinance 
moves our goals forward signifi¬ 
cantly,” said Selisse Berry, Out 
and Equal executive director. “We 
are trying to work with individ¬ 
ual companies, colleges, and non¬ 
profits to do the same thing but 
we are doing it piecemeal. If it 
can happen legislatively then we 
can focus on city by city and state 
by state and not by just company 
by company.” 

Passage of the statewide legis¬ 
lation would have a tremendous 
impact in gaining equality in the 
workplace, said Kors, who was in¬ 
strumental in the passage of San 
Francisco’s ordinance and helped 
organize a boycott against Unit¬ 
ed Airlines after it filed the law¬ 
suit. 

Jeff Sheehy, who also helped 
form Equal Benefits Advocates 
and led the boycott against Unit¬ 
ed, said Kehoe’s proposal is 


something the community 
should work to help pass. 

“Equal benefits isn’t as sexy as 
marriage, and certainly that 
needs to be the ultimate goal, but 
this is something we can achieve 
if, up and down the state, we all 
work together,” Sheehy said. “I 
applaud Assemblywoman Kehoe 
and CAPE for taking this legisla¬ 
tion to its next level.” 

“Considering the number and 
types of businesses California 
contracts with, this law could im¬ 
pact hundreds of thousands of 
employees,” noted Kors.

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Simon trying to 
downplay S&L role

I epublican gubernatorial 
candidate Bill Simon has 

1 ' repeatedly criticized Demo¬ 
cratic Governor Gray Davis for 
the role Davis and his administra¬ 
tion played in awarding software 
giant Oracle a $95 million no-bid 
contract, thereby - according to 
Simon at least - costing California 
taxpayers millions for software 
that wasn’t needed. 

“Shocking” is the way the 
Simon camp refers to the Oracle 
deal. However, a report in last 
week’s Los Angeles Times indicates 
that Simon’s hands are not all that 
clean when it comes to ripping off 
California taxpayers. Court docu¬ 
ments and other records reviewed 
by the Times reveals that Simon 
was more involved in the 1993 
collapse of a savings and loan than 
he has led the public to believe. 

Simon has repeatedly down¬ 
played his role at the Marina del 
Rey-based Western Federal Sav¬ 
ings and Loan, which a Simon 
family investment group 
acquired in 1988 and the 
government seized five 
years later at a cost to tax¬ 
payers of $122 million. 

As the Times put it, 

Simon, who touts as 
part of his campaign 
his credentials 
that he is a 

“successful _ 

businessman,”,, 

and the one who hopes to run a 
state with a $23.6 billion budget, 
in fact carried out his responsibil¬ 
ities at an institution in severe fi¬ 
nancial distress. 

During this year’s GOP prima¬ 
ry, former Los Angeles Mayor 
Richard Riordan used the failed 
S8cL against Simon and now West¬ 
ern Federal is becoming a liability 
for Simon in his campaign against 
Davis, who seized on the issue in 
the first attack ad of the general 
election campaign last week. 

Davis, in his television ad ques¬ 
tioning Simon’s campaign theme 
of being a “successful business¬ 
man,” blames the taxpayer bailout 
of Western Federal (to the tune of 
$122 million) on mismanagement 
by Simon. The first trace of Simon 
in the affairs of Western Federal is 
his signature on the August 1988 
application for government ap¬ 
proval of the purchase. He, in fact, 
was one of three people who 
signed for the buyers. In a recent 
interview with the Times, Simon 
finally admitted he was on the 
Western Federal board for nearly 
two years, and that his father had 
put him in charge of watching the 
family investment. 

Maybe Davis has a point - if 
Simon can’t keep a family-owned 
S8cL from collapsing, costing Cal¬ 
ifornia taxpayers $122 million, 
can he really handle a state budget 
of nearly $24 billion? 

Officer Jon C. Cook 

There are nearly 2,300 sworn 
men and women in the San Fran¬ 
cisco Police Department, and hav¬ 
ing been on the Police Commis- - 
sion for a number of years, I’ve 
had the chance to meet many of 
them. The men and women - gay 
and straight - who make up the 
San Francisco Police Department 
are, in my opinion, collectively the 
best large-city Police Department 
in the country. I first met Jon 
Cook as a cadet when he was in

the Academy more than two years 
ago through his mentor, Sergeant 
Chuck Limbert of Mission Sta¬ 
tion. I was present when he was 
sworn in with his class at McAteer 
School months later and 
remember in particu¬ 
lar how really happy 
he was that night. I 
think I was the 
fourth person to 
shake his hand and 
congratulate him after 
he received his star that 
night; I recall 
telling Jon 
how proud I 
was for him - 
proud that he had finally reached 
his dream of becoming a police 
officer, but particularly proud that 
he was an openly gay cop. I never 
got to know Jon well, but would 
run into him at social events; he 
talked a couple of times about 
how much he liked his job, and 
then on Monday I went to his fu¬ 
neral. The fact that I am proud of 
the men and women of the San 
Francisco Police Department ob¬ 
viously goes without saying; I’m 
also unabashedly proud of the gay 
and lesbian officers; they’re good 
cops, and none came finer than 
Jon Cook. 

Politics and people 

A nice life if you can have it: In 
addition to California’s two U.S. 
Senators, at least 16 of the state’s 
52 House members are also mil¬ 
lionaires. In Senator Dianne Fe- 
instein’s (D) case, the senior sen¬ 
ator and her husband, financier 
Richard Blum, listed assets worth 
at least $34 million; they had so 
many investments that her finan¬ 
cial disclosure form runs 124 
pages. It is, of course, difficult to 
even come close to determining a 
lawmaker’s true worth from the 
required disclosure forms since 
personal assets and liabilities are 
reported in only broad ranges, 
from $250,001 to $500,000, for in¬ 
stance. Hey, you don’t have to be 
rich to go into politics, but it ob¬ 
viously helps. But then, there are 
those who somehow manage to 
get rich after they get into politics 
... yep, good work if you can get it. 

And then I constantly get asked 
about the $200,000-plus annual 
salary of Pat Christen, executive 
director of the San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation. Do I think the 
lady is overpaid? Sure, but the 
board keeps giving her a raise 
every year. Nothing against the di¬ 
rector (I don’t even know her), but 
anytime someone heading a 
group like the AIDS foundation 


gets paid more than any elected 
official in the state and over half 
that of the president of the United 
States, it’s time to ask some ques¬ 
tions. One question might be: 
What would happen to so many of 
these people if miraculously a 
cure or prevention was found next 
week for HIV/AIDS? A lot of peo¬ 
ple - with high salaries - would be 
out of work, wouldn’t they? 

Some press flacks will tell you 
“there is no such thing as bad pub¬ 
licity”; the late Harvey Milk, upon 
getting negative press, would 
brush it off with the comment 
“sticks and stones can break my 
bones, but spell my name right.” 
But does District 8 supe candidate 
Shawn O’ Hearn really think for a 
minute that putting a near-naked 
photo of himself on his personal 
Web site (with a link to his cam¬ 
paign Web site), only to have it 
land on the front page of the state’s 
largest gay paper, is going to gain 
him any votes? He and his cam¬ 
paign have become a joke. I’ve 
been a political junkie for many 
years and his ploy is one of the 
dumbest things I’ve ever encoun¬ 
tered in a political campaign. As 
for having even the slightest 
chance of getting elected - you can 
stick a fork in O’Hearn; he’s done. 

Another (serious) District 8 
supe candidate, Bevan Dufty, 
sent.out a fundraising letter to 
friends that reads: “I will limit 
contributions to $100, rather than 
the $500 allowed by law; I will not 
accept corporate, PAC or lobbyist 
contributions - or donations from 
individuals who do not live or 
work in San Francisco” (good 
idea, Mr. Dufty). 

District Attorney Terence 
H alii nan told me Saturday that he 
“definitely” will run for a third 
term next year (“my wife gave me 
permission,” Kayo said) which 
means that Jim Hammer, Halli- 
nan’s bright, young Homicide Di¬ 
vision head, will not be a candi¬ 
date; Bill Fazio and Kamela Har¬ 
ris will be taking on Hallinan, 
however. 

So who the hell is this Shawna 
Virago, writing in Inside Pride 
(“The official San Francisco Pride 
Guide”), telling LGBT San Fran¬ 
cisco police officers that they 
shouldn’t march in the Pride Pa¬ 
rade this year in their uniforms? 
Says Virago: “I’m fine with the 
SFPD’s finest marching, just not 
in their uniforms.” Get lost, Ms. 
Thang! The San Francisco LGBT 
police officers will be marching in 
the Pride Parade on June 30, in 
part to honor the memory of Of¬ 
ficer Jon Cook, an openly gay (and 
proud) officer who died last week 
while doing his job. Incidentally, 
Ms. Virago, did anyone tell you 
what you could or could not wear 
in the parade? 

Supervisor Mark Leno will be 
sharing a car in the parade with 
John Laird, the Democratic As¬ 
sembly nominee in the 27th Dis¬ 
trict (Boulder Creek/Santa Cruz). 
Leno and Laird, two good guys 
headed for the California Assem¬ 
bly after the November elections.

Gay Health Care Since 1979 


Were there any gay Nazis? 


by Paula Martinac 


Hess eventually married - at 
Hitler’s suggestion - his wife later 
complained that her life with him 
was much like that of a “convent 
schoolgirl.” 

Also prominent among Hitler’s 
intimates was Ernst Rohm, com¬ 
mander of the S.A. - the Nazi 
storm troopers. Rohm, a tough, 
brawny man who had been an 
army officer during World 
War I, became part of 
Hitler’s inner circle in 
1919, when the future 
fuhrer began venturing 
into politics. Although 
Rohm left the S.A. for a few 
years over differences 
with Hitler - Rohm 
wanted the storm 
troopers to be inde¬ 
pendent of the party- 
in 1931 he was invited back by 
Hitler and once again firmly en¬ 
trenched in power. 

Unlike others in the Nazi Party, 
Rohm was openly homosexual, 
admitting to associates that he was 
“far from unhappy” about his sex¬ 
ual orientation. He frequented gay 
bars, belonged to a homosexual 
organization called the League for 
Human Rights, and publicly ad¬ 
vocated the repeal of Paragraph 
175. An anonymous 1932 article 
called “National Socialism and In¬ 
version” has been credited to 
Rohm’s influence (or even author¬ 
ship); the article stated that if Nazi 
Party members performed their 
official duties well, they were enti¬ 
tled to private lives of “creative 
eroticism” and “loving homosex¬ 
ual relationship [s].” 


Rohm established a kind of gay 
network within the S.A., assigning 
prominent posts to gay friends 
and lovers. Among Rohm’s 
“sweethearts” was Edmund 
Heines, whom Rohm appointed 
first as his deputy and later as 
leader of the Munich branch of 
the S.A. Another of Rohm’s fa¬ 
vorites was Karl Ernst, who was 
nicknamed “Frau Rohrbein” 
for his intimate friendship 
with Paul Rohrbein, Berlin’s 
S.A. commander. After 
meeting Rohm, Ernst had 
a meteoric rise from a 
leadership position in the 
S.A. to a seat in the Re¬ 
ichstag, Germany’s 
legislative body. 

Rohm and his 
close-knit circle - 
dubbed in a Munich paper the 
“Brotherhood of Poofs” - had 
powerful, homophobic enemies 
who convinced Hitler that Rohm 
was a threat. These included Joseph 
Goebbels, head of Nazi propagan¬ 
da, and Paul Schultz, captain of the 
Berlin S.A., who warned Hitler of 
the danger in “the employment of 
morally objectionable persons in 
positions of authority.” Although 
Hitler’s decision to destroy Rohm 
and his network was framed as a 
safeguard against a possible S.A. 
putsch, it may have also been de¬ 
signed to put to rest the rumors 
about Hitler’s sexuality. 

On June 30, 1934 - called the 
Night of Long Knives - Hitler, 
Goebbels, and a small group of 
Gestapo traveled in the middle of 
the night to a resort where Rohm 


and his lieutenants were enjoying 
a furlough, sleeping peacefully in a 
hotel, some with their male com¬ 
panions at their side. Edmund 
Heines was dragged from his bed 
and shot. In recognition of his 
long friendship with Hitler, the 
half-dressed Rohm was given a 
pistol and ordered to kill himself, 
but he refused and was executed. 

Over the next four days, about 
150 S.A. leaders were rounded up 
and shot by firing squads. In a 
radio speech, Goebbels announced 
that “a clean sweep is being made 
... symptoms of moral degenera¬ 
tion that manifest themselves in 
public life are being cauterized.” 
The following year, Nazi policy 
took a sharp turn toward a harsher 
interpretation of Paragraph 175, 
sending thousands of gay men to 
concentration camps. Y

June 30,1934 (68 years ago this 
month): German Chancellor Adolf 
Hitler has 150 alleged opponents 
of the Nazi regime murdered, 
among them many prominent ho¬ 
mosexuals. 

T oday, the regime of Adolf 
Hitler is remembered not 
only for its slaughter of mil¬ 
lions of Jews, but for its mass im¬ 
prisonment of homosexuals 
under a German criminal statute 
called Paragraph 175. But in the 
early days of Nazi rule, there were 
actually a number of high-level 
party members who were gay. 

Paragraph 175, which became 
the law of the land in 1871, stipu¬ 
lated that “a male who indulges in 
criminally indecent activity with 
another male ... will be punished 
with imprisonment.” However, 
convictions under this law were 
infrequent, since it was difficult to 
prove what two men had done in 
private. 

As Adolf Hitler began his ascent 
to power in the early 1930s, he at 
first endorsed a laissez-faire atti¬ 
tude toward homosexuality, espe¬ 
cially among his close associates - 
thus helping to fuel rumors that he 
himself was gay. Sly insinuations 
about Hitler’s sexuality came from 
his enemies in Germany and from 
members of the foreign press. 
American journalist Dorothy 
Thompson, for example, after in¬ 
terviewing Hitler in 1931, wrote 
about his ‘isoft, almost feminine 
charm. ... I t»et he crooks his little 
finger when he drinks a cup of tea.” 

Recently,^German historian 
Lothar Machtan posited the theo¬ 
ry that the fuhrer was indeed, in 
his early years, actively homosex¬ 
ual. Among Machtan’s “evidence” 
were Hitler’s many close, inti- 
mate-seeming associations with 
men who preferred male compan¬ 
ionship. 

One of Hitler’s most loyal 
deputies, for example, was Rudolf 
Hess, who had been imprisoned 
with Hitler in 1923, following the 
Nazis’ unsuccessful attempt to 
overthrow the government - die fa¬ 
mous Beer Hall Putsch. After their 
release from prison in 1924, the two 
enjoyed a close personal relation¬ 
ship that Hess called a “most beau¬ 
tiful human experience,” lasting 
until Hitler’s suicide in 1945. 

Hess’s contemporaries had re¬ 
vealing nicknames for the sensi¬ 
tive, effeminate man, like 
“Fraulein Hess,” “Fraulein Paula,” 
and “Black Emma.” Although

10 LOCATIONS IN NORTHERN CALIFORNIA

I t is a generally accepted notion 
that animals can provide emo¬ 
tional comfort and therefore 
even physical improvement to 
people with debilitating condi¬ 
tions such as HIV/AIDS. But not 
a lot of knowledge has been pre¬ 
sented in one place about the link 
between furry companions and 
human health conditions. 

That’s why Pets Are Wonderful 
Support, the nonprofit agency 
dedicated to keeping pets and 
people with illnesses together, will 
sponsor a discussion next Thurs¬ 
day, June 27 at 7 p.m. entitled 
“Providing Care for People and 
their Animal Companions: 
Lessons Learned from the AIDS 
Epidemic.” 

Presented by Jim Lear, the 
PAWS veterinary extern in his 
fourth year at Atlantic Veterinary 
College, the talk will focus on the 
history and evolution of PAWS, 
the role of veterinarians and oth¬ 
ers in maintaining the bond be¬ 
tween disabled people and their 
pets, and the role of the animal 
care professional as an educator. 

“I’ll be explaining that there’s a 
huge disparity of information; that 
doctors know some things and 
vets know other things but not a 
lot of communication exists be¬ 
tween the two,” Lear told the Bay 
Area Reporter. “I’ll also be outlin¬ 
ing major diseases in lay persons 
terminology, focusing on symp¬ 
toms, how to prevent contraction 
of immuno-compromising dis¬ 
eases, expanding the idea of im¬ 


mune diseases beyond HIV/AIDS, 
and expanding the diseases that 
now fit into the PAWS client base.” 

Although founded as an AIDS 
service agency, PAWS has increas¬ 
ingly been accepting clients who 
may not have HIV/AIDS but do 
have some other debilitating condi¬ 
tion and need help caring for their 
pets. Since the beginning of the 
AIDS epidemic, PAWS recognized 
a need for people with illnesses to 


maintain their relationships with 
their animals, and for the public to 
be informed on matters such as an¬ 
imal-human disease risks. 

Next week’s discussion takes 
place at the LGBT Community 
Center at 1800 Market Street, 
room Q33, and will be followed by 
a cocktail party hosted by the Les¬ 
bian Gay Veterinary Medical As¬ 
sociation.

partment have wrapped their 
badges with black bands in honor 
of the fallen officer. 

More than 2,000 people at¬ 
tended a funeral Mass at St. 
Mary’s Cathedral on Geary Boule¬ 
vard Monday morning. Hundreds 
of onlookers watched as Cook’s 
casket was driven up Market 
Street and down Castro Street 
after the service. 

Nearly 400 people gathered for 
a community remembrance held 
at the Metropolitan Community 
Church in the Castro last Satur¬ 
day, June 15. 

“Jon was proud to be a cop and 
proud to be a gay man. And he 
saw no conflict in being both,” 
said the Reverend Penny Nixon. 

Raised in Medford, Oregon, 
Cook received a master’s degree 
in microbiology from George¬ 
town University and was a lieu¬ 


tenant in the United States Air 
Force. He had joined the Police 
Department in April 2001, leav¬ 
ing a job as a biotech researcher to 
pursue a lifelong dream of be¬ 
coming a cop. 

“He was my kind of guy. He 
loved being a cop,” said Greg Cor- 
rales, captain of Mission Station, 
who first met Cook and shared a 
shot of tequila with him at Moby 
Dicks in the Castro. 

Cook and his domestic part¬ 
ner, Jared Strawderman, would 
have celebrated their third an¬ 
niversary this month. During the 
community remembrance, Straw¬ 
derman recalled Cook as both a 
strong man and a gentle lover. 

“He was quiet and reserved 
and had a sense of honor. He 
could take down an assailant and 
run out of a room screaming like 
a girl at the sight of a spider,” he 
said. 

Cook’s Police Academy class¬ 
mates said he was like a father fig¬ 
ure to them, and his instructor re¬ 


called how Cook would e-mail 
him about how a fellow classmate 
was struggling and could use 
some extra instruction. 

“Jon supported every single 
one of us everyday. We modeled 
ourselves after Jon,” said one class¬ 
mate. 

Corrales said he is comforted 
in-knowing that just as Cook did 
in life, he is now watching over his 
fellow police officers. 

“He is going to be up there 
looking out for all of us, backing 
us up when we need back up,” he 
said. 

Before playing their favorite 
song, “One More Day” by the 
country western group Diamond 
Rio, Strawderman expressed 
thanks to the community for its 
support to both him and Cook’s 
family. 

“It has been amazing,” he said. 
“While I miss Jon more than my 
broken heart can express, I could¬ 
n’t be any more proud of him 
than I am now.” ▼

vocacy, financial benefits coun¬ 
seling, needle exchange, treat¬ 
ment information and support, 
the AIDS Hotline, Black Brothers 
Esteem, and Gay Life activities - 
will all continue. And no client 
will lose housing as a result of the 
cutbacks, the agency has 
promised. 

“It’s been a very thoughtful 
process,” said Suarez. “The stabili¬ 
ty we had has allowed us to sit 
back and analyze and make lever¬ 
aged use of the resources we have 
to achieve the greatest efficiencies 
and carry on our mission as effec¬ 


tively as possible. For that we are 
really grateful.” 

Although no client services 
will be discontinued, SFAF did ac¬ 
knowledge that the capacity to 
provide these services would be 
reduced, translating into longer 
waiting periods for some services, 
and less one-on-one time with 
staff. 

But it could have been worse, 
noted Suarez, who also credited 
the success of SFAF’s new bike-a- 
thon event, AIDS LifeCycle, with 
preventing what would have been 
even more cuts. The new 
fundraiser - marred by controver¬ 
sy because it was created in re¬ 
sponse to and competed with Pal- 
lotta Teamworks’ California AIDS 


Ride - brought in more than $4 
million, much of which will go to 
SFAF. SFAF severed its ties with 
Pallotta last year after the 2001 
California AIDS Ride’s dismal fi¬ 
nancial return to the foundation 
and the Los Angeles Gay and Les¬ 
bian Center. 

“That’s stupendous for a first- 
year event,” said Suarez. “If AIDS 
LifeCycle had not been a success 
the budget shortfall would be al¬ 
most double what we’re facing. 
The event now has a solid founda¬ 
tion and will grow into something 
that will be able to support a lot of 
services.” 

The foundation now projects a 
total budget of $20.7 million for 
the new fiscal year. T

Soulforce members 
arrested at Baptist confab

■■ ifty gay and lesbian rights 
jp activists were arrested while 
I protesting what the demon¬ 
stration’s organizers called “spiri¬ 
tual violence against GLBT peo¬ 
ple” at the Southern Baptist Con¬ 
vention in St. Louis, Missouri on 
June 11. 

About 250 demonstrators 
chanted and carried signs that 
read “Stop Southern Baptist Big¬ 
otry,” and “Southern Baptist 
Teachings are Killing God’s Gay, 
Lesbian, Bisexual, and Transgen¬ 
der Children” outside of St. Louis’ 
convention center where the Bap¬ 
tists were holding their annual 
three-day meeting. 

Thirty-eight of the demonstra¬ 
tors were arrested as they marched 
in groups of four or five, arms 
linked or holding hands, across 
the street in front of the America’s 
Center and into the lines of police 
blocking the entrances. 

Twelve of the demonstrators 
had gained entry into the meeting 
itself, where 9,600 “messengers” 
had gathered to elect new leader¬ 
ship, vote on a resolution holding 
their spiritual leaders to the “high¬ 
est standards of Christian moral 
practice,” a reference to the South¬ 
ern Baptist Convention’s stance 
against homosexuality, and hear 
an address from President Bush 
delivered live from Washington, 
D.C. via satellite. 


“They were all dressed in their 
Sunday best. They could have 
passed as Southern Baptists,” Kara 
Speltz, one of the protesters who 
is from Oakland, said, referring to 
Soulforce members who gained 
entrance to the meeting. 

As the Southern Baptist Con¬ 
vention’s outgoing President Dr. 
James Merritt began his prepared 
remarks, the demonstrators rose 
from their seats in pairs, holding 
up signs and shouting. 

“We are God’s children too. 
Your teachings are killing LGBT 
people. We just want you to hear 
us,” they shouted. 

They walked through the aisles 
and started marching toward the 
stage where Merritt was flanked 
by giant projection screens with 
images of his face and quotations 
from his speech. “Christianity is 


not for the faint of heart,” read 
one of the messages. 

Security guards immediately 
surrounded the protesters. 

“The security guards have you 
by both arms,” said Speltz, ex¬ 
plaining Soulforce members’ ac¬ 
tions. “You don’t go limp. You 
don’t try and get out of their grasp 
- but you don’t shut up. You don’t 
be quiet. You keep yelling. 

“They were led away to a pri¬ 
vate area off the floor where the 
press couldn’t get in,” Speltz said. 
“They were held there until the 
police came and they were taken 
to jail. Although the charges were 
later dropped, they were booked 
on felony ethnic intimidation. It’s 
illegal to disrupt a religious meet¬ 
ing. It covers race, religion, and 
sexual orientation. The police said

Gay Catholics wait 
for fallout from 
bishops meeting

W hile the United States 
Conference of Catholic 
Bishops meeting in Dallas 
focused on how the church would 
deal with past and present sex of¬ 
fenders, an undercurrent of anti¬ 
gay sentiment was part of the de¬ 
bate as to how to prevent such 
abuse in the future. 

The last article of the charter 
adopted by the bishops on June 14 
pledges “complete cooperation” 
with the Vatican’s planned “apos¬ 
tolic visitation” of U.S. seminaries. 
Gay rights advocates fear that the 
purpose of these visits will be to 
remove gay seminarians before 
they reach the priesthood. 

“I think it’s clearly code for 
root out the fags,” said Marianne 
Duddy, executive director of Dig¬ 
nity/USA, an organization of 
LGBT Catholics. 

The charter says, “We look for¬ 
ward to this opportunity to 
strengthen our priestly formation 
programs so that they may pro¬ 
vide God’s people with mature 
and holy priests.” 

“If you take it at face value, 
what they’re looking for are ma¬ 
ture, holy priests,” Duddy said. 
“But in Rome, where the inspec¬ 
tors are coming from, the homo¬ 
phobia is 10 times worse. That’s 
the piece we’ll have to be watch¬ 
ing.” 

“It’s an invitation to inquisi¬ 


tion,” said Mel White, founder of 
Soulforce, an organization that 
campaigns against what it calls 
“spiritual violence” against gays 
and lesbians by religious institu¬ 
tions. 

The apostolic visitations are 
scheduled to start in August and 
are expected to last for two years. 

The bishops rejected, by voice 
vote with as few as six supporters, 
an anti-gay proposal by conserva¬ 
tive Bishop Fabian Bruskewitz, of 
Lincoln, Nebraska. His “Amend¬ 
ment 27” would have blamed the 
sex abuse scandals on the “current 
homosexual culture.” 

Bruskewitz, unique among 
American bishops, has threatened 
excommunication against any 
Lincoln, Nebraska Catholics who 
join organizations such as 
Planned Parenthood, the Freema¬ 
sons and Call to Action, a group 
that advocates for greater lay in¬ 
volvement in the church’s decision 
making process. 

While not part of the bishops’ 
official agenda, the involvement of 
gays and lesbians in the church 
was one of the big subjects of dis¬ 
cussions in Dallas. 

“For something that’s not in 
the documents, there have been an 
awful lot of conversations,” Duddy 
said. 

“We’ve been doing ’round the 
clock interviews. Everybody 
wants to know about gay priests.

For the Treatment of Human 
Immunodeficiency Virus (HIV) Infection 

Please read this information carefully before taking VIRACEPT. Also, please 
read this leaflet each time you renew the prescription, just in case anything 
has changed. This is a summary and not a replacement for a careful 
discussion with your doctor. You and your doctor should discuss VIRACEPT 
when you start taking this medication and at regular checkups. You should 
remain under a doctor’s care when taking VIRACEPT and should not change 
or stop treatment without first talking with your doctor. 

Alert: Find out about medicines that should NOT be taken with 
VIRACEPT. Please also read the section “MEDICINES YOU SHOULD NOT 
TAKE WITH VIRACEPT”. 

WHAT IS VIRACEPT AND HOW DOES IT WORK? 

VIRACEPT is used in combination with other antiretroviral drugs in the 
treatment of people with human immunodeficiency virus (HIV) infection. 
Infection with HIV leads to the destruction of CD4 T cells, which are important 
to the immune system. After a large number of CD4 cells have been destroyed, 
the infected person develops acquired immune deficiency syndrome (AIDS). 
VIRACEPT works by blocking HIV protease (a protein-cutting enzyme), 
which is required for HIV to multiply. VIRACEPT has been shown to 
significantly reduce the amount of HIV in the blood. Although VIRACEPT is 
not a cure for HIV or AIDS, VIRACEPT can help reduce your risk for death 
and illness associated with HIV. Patients who took VIRACEPT also had 
significant increases in the number of CD4 cell count. 

VIRACEPT should be taken together with other antiretroviral drugs such 
as Retrovir® (zidovudine, AZT), Epivir® (lamivudine, 3TC), or Zerit® (stavudine, 
d4T). Taking VIRACEPT in combination with other antiretroviral drugs 
reduces the amount of HIV in the body (viral load) and raises CD4 counts. 

VIRACEPT may be taken by adults, adolescents, and children 2 years of age 
or older. Studies in infants younger than 2 years of age are now taking place. 

DOES VIRACEPT CURE HIV OR AIDS? 

VIRACEPT is not a cure for HIV infection or AIDS. People taking VIRACEPT may 
still develop opportunistic infections or other conditions associated with HIV 
infection. Some of these conditions are pneumonia, herpes virus infections, 
Mycobacterium avium complex (MAC) infections, and Kaposi’s sarcoma. 

There is no proof that VIRACEPT can reduce the risk of transmitting HIV to 
others through sexual contact or blood contamination. 

WHO SHOULD OR SHOULD NOT TAKE VIRACEPT? 

Together with your doctor, you need to decide whether VIRACEPT is appropriate 
for you. In making your decision, the following should be considered: 
Allergies: If you have had a serious allergic reaction to VIRACEPT, 
you must not take VIRACEPT. You should also inform your doctor, nurse, 
or pharmacist of any known allergies to substances such as other medicines, 
foods, preservatives, or dyes. 

If you are pregnant The effects of VIRACEPT on pregnant women or their 
unborn babies are not known. If you are pregnant or plan to become pregnant, 
you should tell your doctor before taking VIRACEPT. 

If you are breast-feeding: You should discuss with your doctor the best 
way to feed your baby. You should be aware that if your baby does not 
already have HIV, there is a chance that it can be transmitted through 
breast-feeding. Women should not breast-feed if they have HIV. 

Children: VIRACEPT is available for the treatment of children 2 through 
13 years of age with HIV. There is a powder form of VIRACEPT that can be 
mixed with milk, baby formula, or foods like pudding. Instructions on how 
to take VIRACEPT powder can be found in a later section that discusses 
how VIRACEPT Oral Powder should be prepared. 

If you have liver disease: VIRACEPT has not been studied in people with 
liver disease. If you have liver disease, you should tell your doctor before 
taking VIRACEPT. 

Other medical problems: Certain medical problems may affect the use of 
VIRACEPT. Some people taking protease inhibitors have developed new or 
more serious diabetes or high blood sugar. Some people with hemophilia have 
had increased bleeding. It is not known whether the protease inhibitors 
caused these problems. Be sure to tell your doctor if you have hemophilia 
types A and B, diabetes mellitus, or an increase in thirst and/or frequent 
urination. 

Changes in body fat have been seen in some patients taking protease 
inhibitors. These changes may include increased amount of fat in the 
upper back and neck (“buffalo hump”), breast, and around the trunk. 

Loss of fat from the face, legs and arms may also happen. The cause and 
long-term health effects of these conditions are not known at this time. 
CAN VIRACEPT BE TAKEN WITH OTHER MEDICATIONS? 

VIRACEPT may interact with other drugs, including those you take without 
a prescription. You must discuss with your doctor any drugs that you are 
taking or are planning to take before you take VIRACEPT. 

Medicines you should not take with VIRACEPT: 

Propulsid® (cisapride, for heartburn) 

Cordarone® (amiodarone, for irregular heartbeat) 

Quinidine (for irregular heartbeat), also known as Quinaglute®, 

Cardioquin®, Quinidex®, and others 

Ergot derivatives (Cafergot® and others, for migraine headache) 

Halcion® (triazolam) 

Versed® (midazolam) 

Mevacor® (lovastatin, for cholesterol lowering) 

Zocor® (simvastatin, for cholesterol lowering) 


Taking the above drugs with VIRACEPT may cause serious and/or life- 
threatening adverse events. 

Rifampin® (for tuberculosis), also known as Rimactane®, Rifadin®, 
Rifater®, or Rifamate® 

This drug reduces blood levels of VIRACEPT. 

Dose reduction required if you take VIRACEPT with: Mycobutin® 
(rifabutin, for MAC); you will need to take a lower dose of Mycobutin. 

A change of therapy should be considered if you are taking 
VIRACEPT with: 

Phenobarbital 

Phenytoin (Dilantin® and others) 

Carbamazepine (Tegretol® and others) 

These agents may reduce the amount of VIRACEPT in your blood and 
make it less effective. 

Oral contraceptives (“the pill”) 

If you are taking the pill to prevent pregnancy, you should use a different 
type of contraception since VIRACEPT may reduce the effectiveness of 
oral contraceptives. 

Special considerations 

. Before you take Viagra® (sildenafil) with VIRACEPT, talk to your doctor 
about possible drug interactions and side effects. If you take Viagra and 
VIRACEPT together, you may be at increased risk of side effects of Viagra 
such as low blood pressure, visual changes, and penile erection lasting 
more than 4 hours. If an erection lasts longer than 4 hours, you should 
seek immediate medical assistance to avoid permanent damage to your 
penis. Your doctor can explain these symptoms to you. 

It is not recommended to take VIRACEPT with the cholesterol-lowering 
drugs Mevacor (lovastatin) or Zocor® (simvastatin) because of possible 
drug interactions. There is also an increased risk of drug interactions 
between VIRACEPT and Lipitor® (atorvastatin) and Baycol® (cerivastatin); 
talk to your doctor before you take either of these cholesterol reducing 
drugs with VIRACEPT. 

Taking St. John’s wort (hypericum perforatum), an herbal product sold as 
a dietary supplement, or products containing St. John’s wort with 
VIRACEPT is not recommended. Talk with your doctor if you are taking or 
are planning to take St. John’s wort. Taking St. John’s wort may decrease 
VIRACEPT levels and lead to increased viral load and possible resistance 
to VIRACEPT or cross resistance to other antiretroviral drugs. 

HOW SHOULD VIRACEPT BE TAKEN WITH OTHER ANTI-HIV DRUGS? 

Taking VIRACEPT together with other anti-HIV drugs increases their ability to 
fight the virus. It also reduces the opportunity for resistant viruses to grow. 
Based on your history of taking other anti-HIV medicine, your doctor will 
direct you on how to take VIRACEPT and other anti-HIV medicines. These 
drugs should be taken in a certain order or at specific times. This will 
depend on how many times a day each medicine should be taken. It will 
also depend on whether it should be taken with or without food. 

Nucleoside analogues: No drug interaction problems were seen when 
VIRACEPT was given with: 

Retrovir (zidovudine, AZT) 

Epivir (lamivudine, 3TC) 

Zerit (stavudine, d4T) 

Videx® (didanosine, ddl) 

If you are taking both Videx (ddl) and VIRACEPT: 

Videx should be taken without food, on an empty stomach. Therefore, you 
should take VIRACEPT with food one hour after or more than two hours 
before you take Videx. 

Nonnucleoside reverse transcriptase inhibitors (NNRTIs): 

When VIRACEPT is taken together with: 

Viramune® (nevirapine) 

The amount of VIRACEPT in your blood is unchanged. A dose adjustment 
is not needed when VIRACEPT is used with Viramune. 

Sustiva™ (efavirenz) 

The amount of VIRACEPT in your blood may be increased. A dose adjustment 
is not needed when VIRACEPT is used with Sustiva. 

Other NNRTIs 

VIRACEPT has not been studied with other NNRTIs. 

Other protease inhibitors: 

When VIRACEPT is taken together with: 

Crixivan® (indinavir) 

The amount of both drugs in your blood may be increased. Currently, there 
are no safety and efficacy data available from the use of this combination. 
Norvir™ (ritonavir) 

The amount of VIRACEPT in your blood may be increased. Currently, there 
are no safety and efficacy data available from the use of this combination. 
Invirase® (saquinavir) 

The amount of saquinavir in your blood may be increased. Currently, there 
are no safety and efficacy data available from the use of this combination. 

WHAT ARE THE SIDE EFFECTS OF VIRACEPT? 

Like all medicines, VIRACEPT can cause side effects. Most of the side effects 
experienced with VIRACEPT have been mild to moderate. Diarrhea is the 
most common side effect in people taking VIRACEPT, and most adult patients 
had at least mild diarrhea at some point during treatment. In clinical studies, 
about 15-20% of patients receiving VIRACEPT 750 mg (three tablets) three 
times daily or 1250 mg (five tablets) two times daily had four or more loose 
stools a day. In most cases, diarrhea can be controlled using antidiarrheal 
medicines, such as Imodium® A-D (loperamide) and others, which are 
available without a prescription. 

Other side effects that occurred in 2% or more of patients receiving VIRACEPT 
include nausea, gas and rash. 

There were other side effects noted in clinical studies that occurred in 
less than 2% of patients receiving VIRACEPT. However, these side effects 
may have been due to other drugs that patients were taking or to the 
illness itself. Except for diarrhea, there were not many differences in side 
effects in patients who took VIRACEPT along with other drugs compared 
with those who took only the other dmgs. For a complete list of side effects, 


ask your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. 

HOW SHOULD I TAKE VIRACEPT? 

VIRACEPT is available only with your doctor's prescription. Your doctor may 
prescribe the light blue VIRACEPT Tablets either as 1250 mg (five tablets) 
taken two times a day or as 750 mg (three tablets) taken three times a 
day. VIRACEPT should always be taken with a meal or a light snack. VIRACEPT 
tablets are film-coated to help make the tablets easier to swallow. 

Take VIRACEPT exactly as directed by your doctor. Do not increase or 
decrease any dose or the number of doses per day. Also, take this medicine 
for the exact period of time that your doctor has instructed. Do not stop 
taking VIRACEPT without first consulting with your doctor, even if 
you are feeling better. 

Only take medicine that has been prescribed specifically for you. Do not 
give VIRACEPT to others or take medicine prescribed for someone else. 

The dosing of VIRACEPT may be different for you than for other patients. 
Follow the directions from your doctor, exactly as written on the label. 

The amount of VIRACEPT in the blood should remain somewhat consistent 
over time. Missing doses will cause the concentration of VIRACEPT to 
decrease; therefore, you should not miss any doses. However, if you 
miss a dose, you should take the dose as soon as possible and then take 
your next scheduled dose and future doses.as originally scheduled. 
Dosing in adults (including children 14 years of age and older) 

The recommended adult dose of VIRACEPT is 1250 mg (five tablets) 
taken two times a day or 750 mg (three tablets) taken three times a day. 
Each dose should be taken with a meal or light snack. 

Dosing in children 2 to 13 years of age 

The VIRACEPT dose in children depends on their weight. The 
recommended dose is 20 to 30 mg/kg (or 9 to 14 mg/pound) per dose, 
taken three times daily with a meal or light snack. This can be 
administered either in tablet form or, in children unable to take tablets, as 
VIRACEPT Oral Powder. 

Dose instructions will be provided by the child’s doctor. The dose will be 
given three times daily using the measuring scoop provided, a measuring 
teaspoon, or one or more tablets depending on the weight and age of the 
child. The amount of oral powder or tablets to be given to a child is 
described in the chart below.

In measuring oral powder, the scoop or teaspoon should be level. 

* 1 level scoop contains 50 mg of VIRACEPT. Use only the scoop provided 
with your VIRACEPT bottle. - 

1 1 level teaspoon contains 200 mg of VIRACEPT. Note: A measuring 
teaspoon used for dispensing medication should be used for measuring 
VIRACEPT Oral Powder. Ask your pharmacist to make sure you have a 
medication dispensing teaspoon. 


How should VIRACEPT Oral Powder be prepared? 

The oral powder may be mixed with a small amount of water, milk, formula, soy 
formula, soy milk, dietary supplements, or dairy foods such as pudding or ice 
cream. Once mixed, the entire amount must be taken to obtain the full dose. 

Do not mix the powder with any acidic food or juice, such as orange or 
grapefruit juice, apple juice, or apple sauce, because this may create a 
bitter taste. 

Once the powder is mixed, it may be stored at room temperature or 
refrigerated for up to 6 hours. Do not heat the mixed dose once it has 
been prepared. 

Do not add water to bottles of oral powder. 

VIRACEPT powder is supplied with a scoop for measuring. For help in 
determining the exact dose of powder for your child, please ask your 
doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. 

VIRACEPT Oral Powder contains aspartame, a low-calorie sweetener, and 
therefore should not be taken by children with phenylketonuria (PKU). 

HOW SHOULD VIRACEPT BE STORED? 

Keep VIRACEPT and all other medicines out of the reach of children. Keep 
bottle closed and store at room temperature (between 59°F and 86°F) 
away from sources of moisture such as a sink or other damp place. Heat 
and moisture may reduce the effectiveness of VIRACEPT. 

Do not keep medicine that is out of date or that you no longer need. Be 
sure that if you throw any medicine away, it is out of the reach of children. 

Discuss all questions about your health with your doctor. If you have 
questions about VIRACEPT or any other medication you are taking, ask 
your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. You can also call 1.888.VIRACEPT

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Study stirs debate on 
benefits of circumcision 
as HIV prevention

II s more gay men and les- 
Jf bians decide to have chil- 
ST 1 dren, one parental decision 
is gaining more attention these 
days. Should parents have their 
baby boys circumcised? 

The American Academy of Pe¬ 
diatrics, after reviewing 40 years of 
research on the benefits and risks of 
circumcision, has concluded it can¬ 
not recommend a policy of routine 
newborn circumcision. And the 
San Francisco-based National Or¬ 
ganization to Halt the Abuse and 
Routine Mutilation of Males calls 
circumcision “a sexually oppressive 
abuse of human rights.” 

Although the exact frequency 
is unknown, it is estimated that 
1.2 million newborn males are cir¬ 
cumcised in the United States an¬ 
nually at a cost of between $150 
and $270 million, according to the 
pediatrician’s group. 

NOHARMM argues that of 
the 10 percent of male newborns 
who will grow up to be gay and, of 
those who are circumcised, many 
will resent this violation of their 
bodies and rights. The organiza¬ 
tion views any policy advocating 
circumcision for HIV prevention 
as “a pathetic medical response.” 

But a new study released last 
month calls that position into 
question. According to a study pre¬ 
sented at the annual meeting of the 
American Urological Association 
in May, circumcision could help 
protect against HIV transmission 
because the foreskin of the penis 
contains cells that are especially 
susceptible to HIV infection. 

For the study, named “Biologic 
Mechanisms of HIV Infection of 
Human Foreskin: Implications for 
Transmission,” scientists from 
Rush-Presbyterian-St. Luke’s Med¬ 
ical Center in Chicago examined 
foreskin tissue from eight children 
and six adults. The researchers ex¬ 
amined the tissue for the presence 
of CD4+ T cells, macrophages, 
and Langerhan’s cells, all of which 
are “major HIV target cells.” 

When compared to samples of 
female cervical tissue, the foreskin 
tissue contained higher proportions 
of CD4+ T cells, macrophages, and 
Langerhan’s cells, and adult foreskin 
tissues contained the highest pro¬ 
portion of such cells. CD4+ T cells 
and Langerhan’s cells found on the 
inner surface of the foreskin were 
seven times more susceptible to 
HIV infection than cervical tissue 
cells infected under the same condi¬ 
tion, the researchers stated. 

“During sexual intercourse, this 
inner layer is the area that becomes 
traumatized and infected. In fact, 
we were not able to infect the outer 
layer of foreskin,” lead study author 
Carlos Estrada told Reuters. 

He stated that in developing 
countries, the “circumcision of 
children could provide a protec¬ 
tive effect down the road.” The sci¬ 
entists also found that the HIV re¬ 
ceptor CCR5 was “especially pre¬ 
dominant” on foreskin tissue cells 
infected with the virus. This find¬ 
ing suggests that products that 
block CCR5 receptors and that 
could be applied topically to the 
penis or vagina should be devel¬ 
oped, the study states. 

While the pediatrician’s associa¬ 


tion says circumcision is not essen¬ 
tial to a child’s well-being at birth, it 
does believe the procedure has 
some potential medical benefits. 

The group recommends parents 
talk to their pediatricians about the 
procedure and says it is essential 
that pain relief be provided for the 
infant during the procedure. 

Since circumcision is a decision 
made long before men become 
sexually active, oftentimes the topic 
is not a main focus for HIV pre¬ 
vention agencies. As for gay men 
who are uncircumcised, health ad¬ 
vocates say their best protection 
against HIV is to practice proper 
hygiene and engage in safe sex. 

“When looking at a group of 
sexually active adult gay or bisexu¬ 
al men, circumcision is not going to 
be a pressing current concern,” said 


Shana Krochmal, spokeswoman for 
the Stop AIDS Project. “Certainly it 
is something guys have heard about 
and is occasionally a topic of con¬ 
versation when people are having 
longer conversations about safer 
sex. But we don’t have an official 
position on circumcision.” 

Several studies are under way 
in the United States and in Africa 
to look at a wider sample of men 
who are both circumcised and un¬ 
circumcised. Researchers expect 
to have more definitive answers 
within five years. 

“If you can reduce HIV trans¬ 
missions through this, you would 
have, to me, an application that cer¬ 
tainly should be done and applied,” 
said Dr. Alan Landay, a researcher 
at Rush-Presbyterian-St. Luke’s 
Medical Center in Chicago. T 
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Jurors blast Warren’s decision

T he Los Angeles jurors who 
voted to convict Marjorie 
Knoller and Robert Noel are 
blasting Judge Warren for over¬ 
turning their second-degree mur¬ 
der conviction of Knoller. 

“I was shocked,” juror Vanessa 
Caroline told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. “There goes five or six 
weeks of our lives.” 

Caroline noted that the jury 
was made up of people from var¬ 
ious age groups and ethnic back¬ 
grounds and that they all believed 
that Knoller was guilty of second- 
degree murder. Now, Caroline be¬ 
lieves their hard work is wasted. 

“She didn’t want to take re¬ 
sponsibility for her actions and 
she’s getting away with it,” she 
said. “It’s such a joke nowadays, 
that’s why there’s so much crime, 


so much murder, because every¬ 
thing’s excused.” 

Caroline added that it was a 
hardship for her to serve on the 
jury because neither of her two 
part-time jobs paid her for jury 
service. She said she now has to 
work eight hours a day, seven days 
a week, to pay off the debt she in¬ 
curred while she wasn’t working. 
At one point in the trial, Caroline 
said she considered stepping 
down after she caught the flu but 
she decided to stick with it out of 
a sense of duty. 

“If I had known this would 
have happened, I would have gone 
home and rested,” she said. 

The jury foreman, Don New¬ 
ton, echoed much of Caroline’s 
sentiments. Newton told the 
B.A.R. that like Caroline, he was 
surprised that Warren believed 
Knoller when she testified that she 
had no idea her dogs could be ca¬ 


pable of killing someone. 

“He’s done something he had¬ 
n’t done during the trial and that 
is take Marjorie Knoller seriously,” 
Nevyton explained. 

Newton added that Warren 
seemed to have taken the theory 
of implied malice “to a new level.” 
He said jurors found Knoller cul¬ 
pable because she should have 
known the dogs were “highly dan¬ 
gerous.” 

Neither Caroline nor Newton 
were able to attend the sentencing 
because of work obligations in Los 
Angeles. The only juror in atten¬ 
dance was an alternate. She spoke 
briefly to reporters outside court 
saying that she was sure the jury’s 
verdict to convict Knoller of sec¬ 
ond-degree murder was just. 

“I don’t have a doubt, “ said the 
juror who gave only her first 
name, Cindy. “Once the law was 
read to us, it was very clear.” T 
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Knoller talks with the B.A.R.

A relieved and surprised Mar¬ 
jorie Knoller said that con¬ 
trary to statements by Judge 
James Warren and others who 
spoke at Monday’s hearing, she is 
deeply remorseful about Diane 
Whipple’s death. 

“I’m sorry. I’m sorry,” an emo¬ 
tional Knoller told the Bay Area 
Reporter in an exclusive newspaper 
interview after Warren issued his 
decision striking down her convic¬ 
tion for second-degree murder. 
“What’s really gotten to me is not 
being able to stop it,” explained 
Knoller, referring to her not being 
able to stop the fatal mauling of 
Whipple, her neighbor. 

Knoller said she still suffers 
from flashbacks, nightmares, and 
“survivor’s guilt.” 

“You don’t know why you’re 
not dead,” she explained. 

Knoller declined to comment 
directly on the decision and much 
of what transpired during the 
hearing on orders from her attor¬ 


ney but she said she wanted to 
clarify and reiterate her remorse 
and her sympathy for Whipple’s 
partner, Sharon Smith. 

“I’ve always understood 
Sharon’s pain. How could you 
not,” she said. 

Knoller repeated much of what 
she’s said in several interviews 
with the B.A.R. since the January 
26, 2001 mauling. She said that 
contrary to reports repeated in the 
media, she never in any way 
blamed Whipple for her death. 
She explained that the letter writ¬ 
ten by her husband, Robert Noel, 
to San Francisco District Attorney 
Terence Hallinan about Whipple’s 
death attempted to explain, not 
excuse the attack. 

Knoller said she was very con¬ 
cerned about Whipple after the at¬ 
tack. She explained that she didn’t 
ask about Whipple immediately 
after the mauling because she was 
in a state of shock herself and 
could clearly see that Whipple was 
critically hurt. Later, she said she 
tried to ask about Whipple’s con¬ 
dition when she went to San Fran¬ 


cisco General Hospital to get 
treatment for her own wounds, 
but she was advised to not go in 
the hospital by a neighbor who 
was concerned that her presence 
could inflame an already tense sit¬ 
uation. 

In earlier interviews, Noel told 
the B.A.R. that he is also very 
sorry for the attack. He said that 
as time passed, he didn’t think his 
apology to Sharon Smith or 
Whipple’s mother would be wel¬ 
come because of the negative 
things they were saying about him 
and his wife in the media. 

Noel was transferred from San 
Francisco County Jail to state 
prison immediately after he was 
sentenced. He’s currently being 
held in the Deuel Vocational Cen¬ 
ter in Tracy, about 70 miles east of 
San Francisco. He’s expected to be 
assigned to another prison where 
he’ll serve out the remainder of 
his term, expected to be just over 
a year. Knoller will remain in San 
Francisco County Jail at least 
until her scheduled sentencing 
July 15. ▼

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at this juncture, just to let it all go 
seemed very inequitable to me.” 

Whipple-Kelly spoke to the 
B.A.R. by telephone from her 
home in Connecticut. Although 
she attended the trial in Los Ange¬ 
les, she said she couldn’t attend 
the sentencing because she needed 
to care for her ailing father. 

“I didn’t understand why the 
judge didn’t say something before, 
why all of a sudden he got swayed 
by the motion of [appellate attor¬ 
ney Dennis Riordan], I don’t know 
what other issues are involved but 
I think he’s trying to take a cop- 
out because he doesn’t want to be 
overturned in the appellate court. 
I’m surprised because he seemed 
very fair in the trial.” 

Before handing down the deci¬ 
sion, Warren spent about 45 min¬ 
utes berating Noel and Knoller, 
calling them despicable liars. 

Warren made what quickly be¬ 
came the most quoted line from 
the hearing: “I believe unfortu¬ 
nately Mr. Noel and Ms. Knoller, 
that you are the most despised 
couple in this city. I don’t believe 
that anybody likes you.” 

Warren reinforced the prose¬ 
cution argument that the attorney 
couple had ample prior warning 
that the dogs were dangerous but 


did nothing to mitigate the dan¬ 
ger. 

“They brushed off everything,” 
the judge said. “They thumbed 
their nose at everything. 

“Their conduct from the time 
they got the dogs till the weeks 
after Diane Whipple’s death was 
despicable.” 

Warren said that he had to 
make his ruling based on the law 
and not on public sentiment or 
his own opinion. Just before he 
ruled that the evidence against 
Knoller did not support a second- 
degree murder conviction, Warren 
said that the only time he believed 
Knoller was when she said on the 
witness stand that she had no idea 
that her dog “could do what he 
did.” 

Warren delayed sentencing for 
Knoller until July 15 to give pros¬ 
ecutors an opportunity to prepare 
their motion to ask that he recon¬ 
sider his decision. He sentenced 
Noel to four years, the maximum 
for involuntary manslaughter. 
With credit for time served and 
good behavior, Noel is expected to 
be paroled in a little over a year. 

The most emotional part of 
the hearing came just before 
Noel’s sentencing when friends 
and family of the victim were al¬ 
lowed to speak. 

Sarah Miller, Whipple’s former 
colleague at St. Mary’s College 
where Whipple coached the 


women’s lacrosse team, sobbed as 
she told Warren that she was “in 
absolute shock” by his decision. 

“I want to understand how a 
grand jury and a jury down in 
L.A. that is unbiased says second- 
degree murder and you take it 
away,” Miller said. “What is the 
point of having a jury trial?” 

Janet Batchelder, Smith’s sister, 
said she was struck by the couple’s 
lack of remorse and questioned 
why they never apologized to 
Smith. 

“Diane would be alive today if 
those people had not brought 
those dogs to live in San Francis¬ 
co,” Batchelder said. “But you did 
and because of it, you killed her.” 

Smith began her statement by 
protesting Warren’s decision. 

“I just stood up from a juror’s 
chair and I’m wondering what 
value that seat really has,” she said 
referring to Warren’s disregard of 
the jury’s verdict. 

“You were too busy being 
lawyers to be human,” a tearful 
Smith said, referring to the cou¬ 
ple’s lack of remorse. 

Outside court, lead prosecutor 
Jim Hammer told reporters: “To 
say we’re disappointed is an un¬ 
derstatement.” He noted that 
Knoller’s indictment for second- 
degree murder was handed down 
by a grand jury.

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Poet June Jordan dies at 65

Jt ward-winning poet and ac- 
f( v; tivist June Jordan, one of the 
1 1 I world’s most celebrated 
black women writers, died on 
June 14 following a long struggle 
with breast cancer. Ms. Jordan 
died at her home in Berkeley. She 
was 65. 

One of the most widely pub¬ 
lished African Americans writers, 
Ms. Jordan published nearly 30 
books, including 10 books of po¬ 
etry, five essay collections, and 
several works of children’s fiction. 
Her most recent book, Soldier: A 
Poet's Childhood , was published in 
2000. Her work appeared in nu¬ 
merous anthologies and she wrote 
a regular column for The Progres¬ 
sive magazine. 

Although best known as a 
poet, she also gained a following 
for her incisive essays, in which 
she often drew on her personal ex¬ 
periences to shed light on social 
and political issues such as civil 
rights, race, and bisexuality. 

In “A New Politics of Sexuali¬ 
ty,” an essay from the early 1990s, 
Ms. Jordan wrote, “If you are free, 
you are not predictable and you 
are not controllable. To my mind 
that is the keenly positive, politi¬ 
cizing significance of bisexual af¬ 
firmation ... to insist upon the

equal validity of all of the compo¬ 
nents of social/sexual complexity.” 

Ms. Jordan - who believed that 
writing was a political act - was a 
vocal supporter of many progres¬ 
sive causes. A longtime peace ac¬ 


tivist, she spoke at an anti-war 
rally in Berkeley last September. 
Said lesbian writer Adrienne Rich, 
a friend of Ms. Jordan’s, “She had 
an extraordinary sense of lan¬ 
guage. I believe she felt that she 
should use it wherever it was 
called for.” 

Ms. Jordan’s many awards in¬ 
clude a Rockefeller Foundation 
grant, a fellowship from the Na¬ 
tional Endowment for the Arts, 
and recognition from the U.S. 
Congress and the United Nations. 

Ms. Jordan was born in New 
York City in 1936, to West Indian 
immigrant parents. By the age of 
7, she was already writing poetry. 
She attended Barnard College in 
the 1950s. She was married to 
Michael Meyer for 10 years and 
the couple had one son, Christo¬ 
pher. 

Ms. Jordan had a passion for 
teaching others to write. Over the 
course of her career she taught at 
the City College of New York, Yale 
University, Sarah Lawrence Col¬ 
lege, and the State University of 
New York at Stony Brook. 

In 1989 she was appointed 
professor of American studies at 
the University of California at 
Berkeley. She also founded and di¬ 
rected “Poetry for the People,” a 
program exploring the links be¬ 
tween poetry and political em¬ 
powerment. T

ment Warren made in open court 
at the conclusion of the prosecu¬ 
tion’s case when the judge ad¬ 
dressed a motion to throw out the 
charges because there was not 
enough evidence to support them.

Navigaytors

W ith all the boats in the bay 
on a sunny weekend, it 
should be no surprise 
that gay and lesbian boating 
enthusiasts run some of 
those rigs. ( fVJ 

Katharine Holland, a 
Realtor with Caldwell 
Banker, is one of the 
founders of the San Francis¬ 
co Sailing Team, who, along 
with Kip Darcy, decided 
to provide a social and 
sport group for GLBT 
.sailing enthusiasts. 

With 150 people 
from various countries 
signed up for sailing at Gay 
Games in Sydney this November, 
San Francisco has the largest con¬ 
tingent going, with 39 people in 
13 teams of three. Among the 
other contenders are sailors from 
Sydney, the United Kingdom, and 
New York. 



With a varied group of mem¬ 
bers who’ve sailed as teens, or 
competed nationally, the group 
ranges from working class folk, to 
a few affluent sailors who joyous¬ 
ly won several bids for auctioned 
prizes at the recent Team San 
Francisco event at 
the LGBT Commu¬ 
nity Center. 

But visitors to Australia 
won’t be sailing around the 
world in their own boats, al¬ 
though a few Bay Area 
sailors have done al¬ 
most as much. 

“When we get 
there, we’re not gonna 
know which line to 
grab for like we were 
on that boat,” said Holland, who 
noted that the Games will incor¬ 
porate Elliot 5.9s, a New Zealand 
model not available in the U.S. 

“We also won’t know the par¬ 
ticulars of Rushcutter’s Bay, the 
event setting,” she said. “But we 
talked to some sailors on a na¬ 
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tional level. They said, ‘Don’t 
worry. If you are a good sailor, 
you’ll handle it.’ Others say it’ll be 
a big disadvantage if we don’t 
know the wind or the current.” 

The team’s edge includes world 
class sailor Karl Keesling as a 
coach. He’s done treks from here 
to Tahiti, and sailed around the 
world a few times. “Karl is helping 
us focus on the psychology part of 
the sport,” said Holland. “He’s 
working with the team to move 
toward winning. It’s been an 
amazing evolution.” 

Their other two coaches, Sallie 
Lang and Jan Crosbie-Taylor, 
spent the past year and a half get¬ 
ting them up to racing level. 

“We have folks who haven’t 
sailed since they were kids,” said 
Holland. “They know enough to 
go around the marks. But there 
are a lot of savvy techniques to 
learn. We’re learning more strate¬ 
gies, and have had seminars on 
new racing rules. We’re moving up 
to a level on the same playing 
field, so we can feel comfortable 
on the boats.” 

Port of call 

Without referees out in the 
water, competitive sailing is a 
combination of etiquette and dar¬ 
ing. There are different ways to 
protest opponents’ moves if they 
steer too close. 

“You might give them room 
when you don’t have to,” said Hol¬ 
land. “When you’re racing, you 
police each other and yourselves. 
This isn’t like our weekly races; 
this is our one time. We’re going 
all this way, so we want to make it 
count.” 

Not that the club is entirely 
about victory. 

“We have over 100 people on 
our e-mail list,” said Holland. 
“We’ve evolved into a social 
group, so anyone interested can 
join us for our parties and 
fundraisers. That’s proven to a 
benefit we hadn’t thought about. 
It’s brought these people out of 
the woodwork,” particularly at 
what Holland called the “conserv¬ 
ative yet welcoming” Corinthian 
Yacht Club, where the group rents 
boats for practices. Other practice 
venues include Lake Merritt and 
Cal Sailing in Berkeley. 

Practices include what she called 
a “chalk talk,” where coaches outline 
strategies and rules in a class. “Then 
we do drills, like racing starts, tack¬ 
ing jibing, 360s and other moves 
you have to do quickly.” 

“A lot of us do get out on the 
bay, but on larger boats.” She said. 
“There are small craft warnings 
on the bay all the time. The small¬ 
est boats are about 20 feet. We 
hope to put that in our last phase 
of competition. The focus is on 
getting people at the helm, as a 
skipper as opposed to being crew.” 

One advantage SF’s team has is 
San Francisco’s flippant weather. 


“If you can sail here, you can sail 
anywhere,” said Holland. “In sum¬ 
mer it’s windy, and in winter it’s 
calmer.” 

Despite the perception of af¬ 
fluence in sailing, some people 
need help for expenses, as well as 
renting boats for practices, thus 
the upcoming fundraiser this Sat¬ 
urday (see below), where their so¬ 
cial events serve a dual purpose. 

Once and again 

Cynthia Beck grew up in the 
Bay Area, and sailed and raced on 
Lake Merritt as a kid with her fa¬ 
ther. 

“We used to race on Lido 14s 
and an El Toro,” she said. “We had 
a blast. It was local division group. 
We also went to regattas at differ¬ 
ent California lakes, held by re¬ 
gional sailing clubs.” 

Twenty years ago, she left San 
Francisco, and sailing, for work in 
Washington, D.C., where she only 
got out on Chesapeake Bay a few 
times. 

After returning to the Bay 
Area, “I had to get back out on it.” 
She found out about the sailing 
group through a women’s e-mail 
group, and joined as soon as she 
could. 

“It was great to meet some kin¬ 
dred spirits and get involved in the 
gay community after being away 
for so long,” she said. 

Since joining, she’s begun 
searching for a boat of her own, 
but it hasn’t been easy. “You don’t 
get one overnight to find a slip.” 

In the meantime, preparing for 
Gay Games has “been a coming 
back to my own, my roots. There’s 
something about sailors, a laid 
back exterior, but underneath, 


there’s a deep responsibility. We 
have a commonalty in the way we 
look at things.” 

She isn’t daunted by the 
prospect of using new boats. “I 
was raised on little boats, so 
there’s a certain affinity of being 
able to step on one and know 
where things are. I feel confident 
ready.” 

After the Games, Beck plans to 
charter a 45 foot boat with some 
friends and sail up to the Great 
Barrier for a week of snorkeling 
and fun. 

“It really pulled together peo¬ 
ple from different communities, 
it’s really a major effort.” 

“We’ve gotten a lot of people 
back into sailing, who haven’t 
since they were kids,” said Hol¬ 
land. “We’ve made it accessible, 
and gotten them hooked on sail¬ 
ing. That’s something we hope to 
continue post-Sydney.” 

Buddha on board 

For Rajat Dutta, sea water 
might as well run through his 
veins. He sailed across the Pacific 
Ocean five years ago. “Out in the 
open ocean for 22 days, you don’t 
see land,” he said of his near- Per¬ 
fect Storm experiences. “Thirty- 
foot walls of water, 11 days of 
storm and rain - things like that 
did happen to us.” 

Dutta started sailing as a youth 
in his home of Connecticut. He 
started racing on keelboats, and 
became an avid non-professional 
racer on 30-40 foot boats. 

“This was intense team racing, 
the same team every week,” said 
Dutta. “The Newport, New Eng¬ 
land sailing circuit is world class,

it was ethnic intimidation.” 

The protests were organized by 
Soulforce, an organization that 
uses Ghandian tactics of non-vio¬ 
lent resistance to fight discrimina¬ 
tion against gays and lesbians in 
religious institutions. 

“Religion is the source of the 
problem,” said Soulforce founder 
Mel White. White, who was once 
a speech writer for fundamentalist 
Jerry Falwell, said that church 
teachings against homosexuality 
provide excuses and motivations 
for hate crimes and cause great 
pain for gay people brought up in 
religious settings. 

Another of those arrested, 
Karen Weldin, who lives in Stigler, 
Oklahoma, said that when she 
came out to her Southern Baptist 
mother, her mother said, “You 
know, that’s a sin against God.”

conservative anti-gay organiza¬ 
tion, has been going from nation¬ 
al talk show to national talk show. 
This has been the right-wing 
agenda, to keep the focus on sex¬ 
ual abuse as a gay issue,” Duddy 
said. 

Protesters from anti-gay 
Catholic groups marched in front 
of Dallas’ Fairmont Hotel, where 
the meeting was held. 

“It’s just below the surface,” 
said Soulforce’s White. “They did¬ 
n’t want the public hew and cry. 
The homosexuality issue was a 
bag of worms for them. They’re 
terrified of the issue. Those out¬ 
spoken bishops who spoke out 
against homosexuality were caus¬ 
ing them problems.” 

San Francisco Archbishop 
William Levada called for a study 
of the root causes of child abuse

very competitive.” 

“Sailing’s always been a real 
passion in my life,” he said. “It’s an 
intellectual sport as well as a phys¬ 
ical one. There’s an infinite 
amount you can learn, from 
Mother Nature, currents, or me¬ 
chanical aspects; how you trim the 
sail, harnessing nature. It’s 
thrilling and different every time 
as conditions change.” 

In San Francisco, with weather 
shifting quickly, Dutta said, “One 
has to be experienced, or be with a 
crew who can tell what to do.” 

After moving to California al¬ 
most five years ago, the marketing 
consultant didn’t join the sailing 
circuit at first. 

“On the East Coast, there were 
no gay sailing opportunities, and 
I wasn’t out then,” he said. “Learn¬ 
ing that Katharine had organized 
a gay group, I was beside myself 
with excitement.” 

When Dutta recently sailed 
from San Francisco to San Diego 
with friends on a pleasure cruise, it 
fortunately didn’t turn into a gay 
version of Gilligan’s Island , but he 
said, “We were so challenged by the 
elements, but it was amazing. Beau¬ 
tiful schools of dolphins sailed with 
us for hours. Experiencing sailing 
in an environment with people you 
can relate to 100 percent brought it 
so many steps forward.” 

Compared to his nautical ex¬ 
ploits, Dutta isn’t as worried about 
the Sydney challenge. A few years 
ago he sailed in Sydney Harbor on 
the boats that will be used in com- 


“I had a younger sister come 
out too,” Weldin said. “She had 
two children. My mother filed an 
emergency guardianship order to 
have the children removed be¬ 
cause of my sister’s sexual orienta¬ 
tion in December 2000. She won. 

“That was the last straw. My 
family rejected both my sister and 
me. She’s told my sister and me 
that we’re going to hell. We have 
turned against God and we are of 
the devil. 

“The emotional trauma has 
just been horrendous,” Weldin 
added. “She says she misses our 
relationship, but she’s totally sin¬ 
cere in what she believes.

eluded in the charter. He said that 
many of the reasons offered so far 
have reflected “personal ideology” 
rather than “reality or a true un¬ 
derstanding of Catholic teaching 
on sexuality.” 

Much of this speculation has 
centered on the generally accept¬ 
ed suggestion, put forward in 
Donald Cozzens’s book, The 
Changing Face of the Priesthood , 
that fully half of the seminarians 
in the U.S. are gay. Many conserv¬ 
ative critics have said that some¬ 
how this high incidence of homo¬ 
sexuality must be related to child 
abuse. 

Others have pointed out that 
there is no direct link between ho¬ 
mosexuality and child sexual 
abuse. 

Kara Speltz, of Soulforce, and 
other critics have also said that the 
seminary was a “safe place to go 
and not have people question 
your sexuality.” 

She and others have pointed 
out that homosexuality and sexu- 


petition. 

“Having been so competitive, 
I’m not intimidated by that part,” 
he said.

Dutta’s love of sailing extends 
beyond the fun of gay sports and 
into the spiritual realm. 

He confessed to being “infatu¬ 
ated with the concept of infinity. 
As a Buddhist, I really feel in 
touch with the elements.I feel the 
Earth as a continuous sphere, just 
endless layers of silky floating 
water. No matter how fast you go, 
it continues. It’s invigorating, to 
life, to the spirit.” 

Having visited down under for 
Mardi Gras, Dutta is looking for¬ 
ward a trip that doesn’t focus ex¬ 
clusively on the more hedonistic 
aspects of gay culture. 

“There’s a whole new vibe,” he 
said. “Now I can go back and 
enjoy it in a new way. It’ll be great 
to be there in a positive outlet, to 
be in touch with our bodies, our 
minds and our community.”

“We’ve got a war on our hands 
and we must be faithful to the 
fight,” said Merritt, as he spoke at 
the convention about the church’s 
condemnation of “the homosexu¬ 
al lifestyle.” 

The Southern Baptist Conven¬ 
tion gets strong political support 
from the Bush administration. 
Merritt was invited to the White 
House to advise the president im¬ 
mediately after the September 11 
attacks. 

In his live remarks to the con¬ 
vention Bush said, “You and I 
share common commitments. We 
believe in fostering a culture of 
life, and that marriage and family 
are sacred institutions. 

“The church is not the master 
or the servant of the state,” Bush 
said, “but rather the conscience of 
the state.”

White, who lives in Southern 
California, said that Los Angeles 
Cardinal Roger Mahony, facing a 
shortage of priests and nuns, 
“can’t make it without his gay 
priests. ‘Gay priest’ is almost a re¬ 
dundancy down here.” 

“We know that these gay 
priests are as chaste and holy as 
anybody,” White said. “But they 
need to find a fall guy. It’s the old 
politics of blame.” ▼

Rock with brains . .. 


T he smartest and probably best art-rock band in San 
Francisco, Glasstown (soon to become The Guilded 
Age), is fronted by two gay guys in their forties, vocalist 
Adam Klein (40) and keyboardist Michael Mullen (43), 
a pair of brainy poet musicians who have received far too 
little recognition in their own town, even as they and their band 
make it big in Europe. 

We’re sitting on the grungy floor of the band’s cramped re¬ 
hearsal studio in the Tenderloin, and though the door to the graf¬ 
fiti-adorned basement hallway is closed, the punkish rock band in 
the studio across the way can be heard all too clearly. 

“We’ve written some of our most delicate ballads with the most 
horrendous music playing in the background,” shouts Mullen 
above the din. 

“Eventually they’ll wear themselves out,” Klein shrugs. “We used 
to have a band next door named Tar Crash, which was as you can 
imagine with its heroin-themed name, but they felt no pain as they 
inflicted pain on everyone else. They would just bash at their gui¬ 
tars and scream for hours. We had that right next door while we 
wrote a lot of this record.”

Some people are veritable hot¬ 
house flowers.

Oliveira; Rutgers University 
Press) tells the story of the lesbian 
romance between American poet 
Elizabeth Bishop and Brazilian 
architect Lota de Macedo 
Soares. Bishop met Soares on 
what was intended to be a brief 
visit to Rio de Janeiro, and wound 
up staying 12 romantic years. 

Soares was an assertive 
woman, suggesting herself as the 
successor to the state’s Governor, 
in a letter to him. If given power, 
she promised to finish all of his 
pet projects “except for those that 
don’t please me,” and to replace 
his statues of thin women with fat 
ones. Soares was herself a big¬ 
boned gal. Bishop evidently liked 
that, and was willing to overlook 
Soares’ wealthy family’s rather un¬ 
appealing right-wing politics. 

Morse code 

We’re glad the BAR furnishes 
fabulous headlines to stoke the 
musings of SF Chronicle p.2 
columnist Rob Morse. The top 
item in Morse’s June 12 column 
riffed off a front-page headline 
from the June 6 BAR, “LGBT 


‘crips’ launch their own move¬ 
ment for gay rights.” It’s clear from 
the outset that it’s a term self-cho¬ 
sen by a group of lesbian and gay 
activists in wheelchairs. 

“But if I write ‘queer crips’ 
without the quotation marks,” 
Morse whines, “I’d get picketed 
and probably fired.” 

We’re not quite sure what’s got 
Rob’s knickers all a-twist, as the 
queer community has a long his¬ 
tory of inclusion with the differ¬ 
ently abled. OT prefers to think of 
it this way: we’re all temporarily 
abled. 

Rock V bowl 

Looks like the deal’s been inked 
to open the SF stage pro¬ 
duction of Hedwig and 
the Angry Inch at the 
Victoria Theatre in 
October ’02. Rights 
to the off-Broadway 
show which became 
John Cameron 
Mitchell’s fabulous film 
have been signed and 
paid for, and the 
“internationally ig¬ 
nored” rock singer 
born Hansel is 
soon coming our way. 

Apparently, rock stars have 
inner lives. At first, David Bowie’s 
new Heathen (Sony) sounds like 
his post-9/11 statement. “Every¬ 
thing’s changed,” goes the opening 
refrain.

Meantime, Matador has just 
released Storytelling, the Belle &

SFO's Puccini's weeper rates three hankies

first heard Madama Butterfly 

: at the San Francisco Opera in 

It 1946. Licia Albanese was 
Cio-Cio-San and, for the next 23 
years, she alternated with 
Dorothy Kirsten in emptying my 
tear ducts. Then, in less than a 
decade, these two formidable 
divas ware superseded by 
Jeanette Pilou (she never did 
anything great but Butterfly; it 
was enough), Renata Scotto (ar¬ 
guably the best Cio-Cio-San in 
the last quarter of the 20th cen¬ 
tury) and the late Pilar Lorengar, 
who made me cry in Act I when 
she told Sharpless she was only 
15. My sinuses were a wreck for a 
week afterward. 

Then 23 more years passed 
until Sylvie Valayre dissolved me 
in SFO’s so-called “Broadway” 
production. (Her conductor, 
Marco Armiliato, obviously felt 
the same way, nearly knocking 
her over with a bear hug at the 
final curtain.) Recently I was re¬ 
flecting on 23-year spans be¬ 
tween really emotional Butterflys 
— meaning I’d probably hear my 
next from the Parterre Box in the 
Sky — when the current San 
Francisco Opera season, stagger¬ 
ing to the close of the Mansouri 
era, opened its current revival of 
Puccini’s weeper. It reads a lot 
tamer on paper than, it plays in 
the War Memorial. When the 
title-role soprano is matched 
with a sympathetic conductor (as 
in Valayre and Armiliato), 
Madama Butterfly earns its 
three-hanky status. 

Donald Runnicles is not usu¬ 
ally a sympathetic or sentimental 
conductor. His Wagner is brac¬ 
ing, his Strauss propulsive, his 
Mozart muscular. The tender¬ 
ness and pathos of Puccini’s 
score, to say nothing of its erotic 
sensuousness, certainly eluded 
him when he conducted it for 
Catherine Malfitano in 1995. Yet 
Runnicles was a fully engaged 
partner on Sunday afternoon 
two weeks ago. Even though the 
pacing was deliberate, the ten¬ 
sion never slackened, nor did he 
allow the orchestra to over-regis¬ 
ter, something easy to miscalcu¬ 
late with Puccini’s still-insecure 
scoring technique. Rather than 
overpower the soprano at the cli¬ 
maxes (“Trionfa il mio amor,” for 
instance) the orchestra seemed 
to push her voice into glowing 
prominence. 

Combination plate 

You could say that Miriam 
Gauci outsang the orchestra, but 
that simply isn’t true. This was 
one of those cases where the 
combination of conductor and 
soprano was greater than the 
sum of their respective parts. 
Gauci is no spring chicken; she 
made her US debut as Butterfly 
in Santa Fe in 1987, and she was¬ 
n’t an unknown then. Nor is her 
voice particularly distinctive. Yet 
it is even, musical, and used with 
both experience and more than a 
little magic. 

She practices intense audience 
communication with very soft, 
tender singing. I was aware sev¬ 
eral times that people around me 
had virtually stopped breathing, 
so intent were they on following 
her. Then, when Puccini turns on 
the afterburner — this is an Ital¬ 
ian opera, not a Japanese folk tale 
— the tiny Gauci (she can’t be 
much over five feet tall) lets fly

with perfectly-tuned, vibrant, 
soaring high notes. The result is a 
complete spectrum of the char¬ 
acter — impetuous, brave, mod¬ 
est, foolish, even humorous — 
all expressed through the voice. 

Yet she can act, too, with min¬ 
imal, feminine gestures. This is 
the art that conceals art and is 
the product of hard work, deep 
thinking and utter professional¬ 
ism. Keeping your voice and fig¬ 
ure in fighting trim is no negligi¬ 
ble part of that art. I know 
Pamela Rosenberg has said no 
Manon Lescaut in our future be¬ 
cause she can’t find a production 
she likes — and the tenor is the 
difficult part in that opera, any¬ 
way — but boy, would I love to 
hear Gauci sing Manon before it 
is too late. 

The supporting cast did noth¬ 
ing to spoil the diva’s party. 
Zheng Cao sings a concerned 
Suzuki, though she might learn 
something from Gauci about 
minimal gestures. Zoran Todor¬ 
ovich looked like George W. 
Bush 10 years ago, a stolid 
mid-American guy with interna¬ 
tional appetites and parochial 
values. His virile but colorless 
tenor is fine up to Pinkerton’s 
very top notes, which he tended 
to bleat and sing under the pitch. 
David Okerlund was born to sing 
supporting roles like Sharpless, 
rather than romantic leads like 
Don Giovanni, and I don’t mean 
that as an insult. Kyu Won Han 
was an uncommonly appealing 
Yamadori. (I’d have married him 
on the spot.) 

Michael Yeargan’s set remains 
handsome, though the perspec¬ 
tive is cockeyed. Is Nagasaki har¬ 
bor in the audience, where But¬ 
terfly spies the nave da guerra re¬ 
turning to port? Or is it behind 
the house, where the ship looms 
suddenly during the vigil? It’s a 
great visual idea, just not 
thought out all the way through. 
Director Ron Daniels’ introduc¬ 
tion of Pinkerton’s ugly iron bed 
into the shoji-screened house is 
too cruel (and unnecessary) an 
anti-American statement. How¬ 
ever, when Suzuki wrapped the 
flag around the most adorably 
responsive little Trouble I’ve ever 
seen (Kalina Simeonova), the 
post-September 11 moment was 
almost unbearable. This 
Madama Butterfly is a tragedy 
for everybody except the audi¬ 
ence. ▼

SF Symphony's Russian Fest delights

St| 1 he San Francisco Sympho- 
^ ny’s Russian Festival opened 
I last week with a symposium 
hosted by music historian Harlow 
Robinson and SFS Music Director 
Michael Tilson Thomas. It was a 
pleasantly informal start to what 
promises to be a most stimulating 
series. 

The official opening, one night 
later, was an altogether splashier af¬ 
fair, with the- full orchestra and 
MTT giving their all to an enthusi¬ 
astic sell-out crowd. The sympo¬ 
sium, The World of Russian Music, 
played to a more intimate audience. 

Both evenings gave great plea¬ 
sure, but the relaxed atmosphere 
and enlightening anecdotes of the 
seminar/chamber concert really 
got the ball rolling. Guest soloists, 
including members of the SFS, 
performed excerpts and several 
full selections from Russian com¬ 
posers. They also discussed their 
own insights into the music. The 
consensus seemed to be you don’t 
have to be Russian, but it helps. 

Of course, no one can provide 
better anecdotes than MTT. He 
turned his segment into a bril¬ 
liantly witty monologue. His pre¬ 
sentation was also incisively edu¬ 
cational, but that should be no 
surprise by now. 

As a boy of 14, he played the 
piano for visiting composer 
Dmitri Shostakovich in Southern 
California. Describing the 
pinched and neurotic body lan¬ 
guage of the Soviet closet dissi¬ 
dent, Tilson Thomas demonstrat¬ 
ed how he smoked with three fin¬ 
gers and an upturned palm. The 
more effusive and international 
composer Balakirev once said the 
Russian aristocrat smoked this 
way, while the peasantry also used 
three fingers, but an overturned 
palm — to keep the snow off the 
cigarette. 

MTT’s impressive gift as a sto¬ 
ryteller lies in that amusing tale. 
The history of the Russian class 
struggle and the miserable toll 
Stalinism took on artists of the 
era, all in one passing remark! 

Earlier in the evening, Stephen 
Prutsman played two excerpts 
from Stravinsky’s piano reduction

of excerpts from Petrushka. His 
playing was a little muddy, but im¬ 
pressive nonetheless. Mezzo-so¬ 
prano Susanna Poretsky part¬ 
nered with pianist Peter Grunberg 
for two songs by Mussorgsky and 
Shostakovich’s “Poet and Tsar,” 
from Six Poems of Marina Tsve- 
tayeva. They made a handsome 


and accomplished pair: a sympa¬ 
thetic, expert accompanist, and a 
rich-toned, involved soloist. 
Poretsky’s acting ability compen¬ 
sated for a certain lack of depth in 
her voice. Still, she has an impres¬ 
sive instrument that betrays none 
of the vibrato or edge that could 
spoil songs of such character. 

Full regalia 

The following night, MTT and 
his musicians were in full concert 
regalia for a string of orchestral 
showpieces. There is always a 
sense of excitement when he is on 
the podium, but this was an espe¬ 
cially festive event. Stalwart Gar¬ 
rick Ohlsson, a favorite of SFS au¬ 
diences since his 1972 debut here, 
stepped in for violinist Elmar 
Oliveira at the last minute. Rach¬ 
maninoff’s Rhapsody on a Theme 
of Paganini substituted for 


Glazunov’s Violin Concerto. After 
initial disappointment at hearing 
the warhorse instead of the less fa¬ 
miliar concerto, I settled in with 
the enthusiastic crowd for Ohls- 
son’s surprisingly subtle rendition 
of Rachmaninoff’s tour deforce. 

The pianist displayed his char¬ 
acteristic strength in the big mo¬ 
ments, but he also showed tender¬ 
ness in the gloriously melodic 
variations, and breathtaking agili¬ 
ty in the passagework. He got a 
collective shout of approval from 
the audience that warranted and 
got an encore. Talk about stealing 
the show on short notice. 

Balakirev’s Russia opened the 
concert in rousing fashion, but it’s 
not a memorable piece. The sec¬ 
ond half contained the real musi¬ 
cal treats. The first SFS perfor¬ 
mances of Tcherepnin’s The En¬ 
chanted Kingdom contrasted with 
Stravinsky’s beloved The Firebird 
Suite (1919 version). The great 
impresario Serge Diaghilev com¬ 
missioned both works on the 
same subject for his ballet compa¬ 
ny. Stravinsky’s breakthrough 


piece made history. At the sympo¬ 
sium, MTT revealed how Stravin¬ 
sky had stolen shamelessly from 
Rimsky-Korsakov’s Mlada, thus 
alienating that composer’s family, 
but launching his own reputation. 

The finale blew the roof off 
Davies Hall and earned another 
encore, the Polonaise from 
Tchaikovsky’s Eugene Onegin. The 
conductor prefaced the perfor¬ 
mance with yet another amusing 
aside. “Do you know what 
Tchaikovsky really wanted to be in 
his heart of hearts?” he asked. “No, 
it’s not what you think. He want¬ 
ed to be Italian!” 

That allowed a plug for the 
composer’s Suite No. 3, scheduled 
in concerts this week. Fearless 
Leader knows his business, and he 
supplies the goods. All summer 
festivals should be this musically 
satisfying and fun. ▼

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Going gangbusters 

'Viva Variety' hits 'em in the funnybone

|| nd now let’s all 
give a big 
I ‘ warm hand 
for the grand show¬ 
man of the night, the 
cavalier, dashingly 
handsome, brashly 
charming ringleader 
of tonight’s Viva Va¬ 
riety 25, the one, the 
only, Steve Murray!” 

[Loud audience applause, with lots 
of gay squeals mixed in.] 

I’m tripping. That’s not actual¬ 
ly how Viva Variety 25 will open 
on Tuesday, June 25 at Fort Mason 
Center’s Bayfront Theatre, but I 
can’t help imagining it that way. 
Every time Steve Murray comes 
on stage to open another of his 
Cracker Jack variety shows — 
grab-bags of dance, sketch come¬ 
dy, song, spoken-word, theatrics, 
flagging, contortionists and other 
confections — you expect his 
sidekick to introduce him as the 
band kicks in and the applause 
light goes blinkers. 

This Murray guy’s got hutzpa. 
He’s a kind of a mad genius. I just 
can’t help liking him in person, 
even though he’s the kind of tena¬ 
cious, never-let-go promoter who 
drives entertainment editors 
batty. Murray is both shameless 
and relentless in his efforts at self¬ 
promotion — Viva Variety is his 
baby, and Pops is mighty proud of 
his little darling — and that po¬ 
tentially toxic trait ends up being, 
oddly enough, part of Murray’s 
charm and the show’s. 

The brilliance underpinning 
Viva Variety’s success is not in the 
superhype generated by Murray, a 
self-described “Ed Sullivan-style” 
producer who thinks every act he 
books is the most fabulous thing 
ever. What makes the shows work, 
always packing in an enthusiastic 
gay audience, is Murray’s sharp 
eye for talent, his ceaseless energy, 
his spirit of generosity (every 
show is a benefit for some gay 
charity), his good rapport with 
artists, and the consistently fasci¬ 
nating mix of acts he comes up 
with. Not all of his acts hit their 
intended mark, and some down- . 
right flop, but even then the good- 
humored audience is forgiving, 
since most of the acts deliver the 
goods in spades. Murray says at 
$20 a pop, Viva Variety is a good 
entertainment value, and dammit, 
he’s right. 

L’Eggs works 

But is what Murray does all 
that unique? After all, talent show¬ 
casing is what Heklina does at 
Trannyshack every week, dragging 
out one madcap tranny act after 
another, letting them crash or soar 
as the fates decree. So why should 
I pay $20 to see something similar 
at Viva Variety? 

Because it rocks! And honestly 
it’s entirely different, because it 
operates with a higher degree of 
professionalism. Peggy L’Eggs 
(Matthew Simmons), the one 
mainstay of the show apart from 
host Murray, is consistently bril¬ 
liant in her comic drag character¬ 
izations. Whether she’s a school- 
marmish teacher reading the chil¬ 
dren’s story Everyone Poops, or a 
Kate Winslet-style character doing 
Titanic, decked out in a life-jacket 
and going down with the ship as 
she belts out Celine Dion’s theme 
song, L’Eggs is a shining eggsam- 
ple of a drag superstar. 

In the course of 24 shows,

Murray has shone a 
spotlight on many 
of this city’s leading 
performers, offering 
audiences a Whit¬ 
man’s Sampler of 
who and what’s out 
there. It’s been great 
exposure for the 
likes of Jeffery 
Roberson as Varla 
Jean Merman; per¬ 
formance poet Mar- 
cus Rene Van; Mira, 
the Mongolian Contortionist; 
lyric soprano Don Tatro; Chris 
March as a giant Shirley Temple, 
tapping with Matthew Martin; 
comic actor P.A. Cooley; the hilar¬ 
iously funny Bridget Schwartz; SF 
Ballet dancers Erik Wagner and 
Nicole Starbuck; Leigh Crow, 
Peter Fogel, and Connie Cham¬ 
pagne of the Whoa Nellies; hip- 
hop dance troupe BODYslan- 
guage; singer/songwriters Mark

The latest 
news is Murray plans on booking 
the hottest new rising talent in 
town, young songmeister Spencer 
Day. 

Murray treats the audience 
with respect, which means placing 
strict limits on how long individ¬ 
ual acts get to perform. Eight min¬ 
utes per performer is the max, he 
says. “It’s hit ’em, bang! Don’t get 
’em bored, and move on. Espe¬ 
cially with spoken word, it’s even 
less, just five minutes, because 
people lose patience with some¬ 
body who’s reading.” Nonetheless, 
he adds, “comedy I will give the 
benefit of the doubt. If they’re 
going gangbusters and the audi¬ 
ence is loving it, they can go on. 
I’ll just give ’em a look and they’ll 
wrap it up.” ▼

R eality summer begins in 
earnest this week with a 
host of new reality shows 
which comprise the entirety of the 
new summer shows.

Mormon 

meltdown 

The Smiths of Salt Lake City

he popular PBS documen¬ 
tary showcase, P.O.V., begins 
m its 15th anniversary season 
Tuesday night with The Smith 
Family, a complex saga of sex, 
death, religion, and betrayal in Salt 
Lake City. Hunky Steve Smith and 
his wife, Kim, are happily married 
with two sons until, on their ninth 
wedding anniversary, Steve dis¬ 
closes he has been having clandes¬ 
tine affairs with men. Three years 
later, Kim learns she is HIV-posi¬ 
tive, and Steve is diagnosed with 
AIDS. 

Producer/director Tasha Old¬ 
ham follows the Smiths as they 
deal with their personal Gotter- 
dammerung against the rigid reli¬ 
gious backdrop of the Mormon 
Church. The relatives, the com¬ 
munity, and the church bishops all 
have opinions; and the Smiths 
cannot remove themselves from 
religious doctrine because, as Kim 
puts it, “I’m still a Mormon be¬ 
cause it’s who I am, in my soul.” In 
addition to the practical issues the 
family must confront, they are 
also forced to grapple with the 
Mormon concept of the eternal 
family. The Mormon faith teaches 
that a marriage “sealed” by the 
Church and conducted according 
to its dictates will result in a fami¬ 
ly that stays together in the after¬ 
life, for all eternity. Excommuni¬ 
cation by the Church is not sim¬ 


ply a temporal, but an eternal 
damnation. 

As his health declines, Steve 
Smith explains his own personal 
evolution in the understanding of 
his sexuality. At the beginning, he 
blames teenage molestation (while 
he worked as a groundskeeper at 
the Mormon Temple) for his ho¬ 
mosexuality. He later tries to con¬ 
vince the Church he has changed 
in order to receive their blessing. 
Finally he acknowledges that he is 
homosexual; nothing and no one 
can change that fact. But the most 
interesting and compelling char¬ 
acter of this documentary is 
Steve’s wife, Kim, who keeps her 
family together by her over¬ 
whelming love and compassion. 

Tasha Oldham’s camera docu¬ 
ments this unfolding saga with 
sensitivity and a commendable 
detachment But there are mo¬ 
ments when The Smith Family is 
hard to watch. Steve Smith’s phys¬ 
ical decline is tragic, and the bare¬ 
ly controlled outpouring of emo¬ 
tion from his immediate family 
can be gut-wrenching. Oldham 
produces an intelligent documen¬ 
tary that will cause most viewers 
to revisit their own value systems, 
and speculate just how well those 
systems might hold up under sim¬ 
ilar circumstances. ▼

It’s edgy 
and painful and gives 
a raw intro into the 
daily mechanics of 
medicine. HM is ter¬ 
rific, but will leave 
you praying for a 
long, healthy life. 

State V does 
with the law 
what HM does

— bisects and dissects it from a 
range of aspects. Good competi¬ 
tion for and couterpoint to NBC’s 
Crime & Punishment, produced 
by Law & Order franchise-holder 
.Dick Wolf, which premiered Sun¬ 
day. HM runs Tuesdays, State V, 
Wednesdays. These shows have 
the same character- and situation- 
driven power that last week’s ABC 
series Boston 24/7 had. That series, 
which the network should have 
made a weekly rather than night¬ 
ly event, featured some dynamic 
portraits, including a lesbian cop 
(the best argument for queers on 
the force we could ever imagine: 
smart, savvy and very sensitive, 
called herself queer and battled 
the boys ’til they accepted her), a 
one-armed EMT (she was just as

ney’s office. Boston 24/7 is on 
video and worth renting if you 
missed the nightly airings. 

ABC’s The Mole II is winding 
down while CBS is revving for the 
third round of Big Brother in two 
weeks. Also on tap at CBS is Mili¬ 
tary Diaries for those who can’t 
get enough patriotism, and at 
NBC, Dog Eat Dog is exact¬ 
ly what one would 
imagine.

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‘Days’ of our lives 

Passionate Italians at SFILGFF

n the ’50s, Lana Turner just 

had to deal with the agony of 
1 committing adultery, and pos¬ 
sibly a little murder, between pas¬ 
sionate embraces with various hot 
men. 

In Days, Laura Muscardin’s 
Italian take on the same genre, 35- 
year-old Claudio (the lean, intense 
Thomas Trabacchi) has a little 
more on his plate. He’s a success¬ 
ful banker with AIDS, a problem¬ 
atic sister, a nosy mother, and a 
handsome HIV-negative lover, 
Dario. 

Well, Dario and Claudio are in 
the midst of moving to Milan 
when hunky waiter Andrea shows 
up. First, Claudio and the lad 
make it in a car. But for Claudio, 
there’s something special about 
this liaison. He needs to meet An¬ 
drea again. He does. In Andrea’s 
apartment. 

Immediately the pair start kiss¬ 
ing and moving toward the bed¬ 
room. Claudio suddenly stops and 
asks if Andrea has any condoms. 
The young man says no. “It does¬ 
n’t matter.” Claudio, overrun by 
passion, acquiesces for the first 
time. 

And so the affair begins, and 
Claudio’s once-happy, rigid life 
starts falling apart, into a happy 
one of love and irresponsibility. 
Why the dramatic change? As 
Claudio notes about having AIDS: 
“You have to be careful about 
everything. Always.” With Andrea, 
everything is immediate and 
about love. 

The astute screenplay never 
overplays its hand and avoids 
melodrama. It also lets you play the 
judge. It’s up to you to decide 
whether two consenting adults 
with two different HIV statuses 
who knowingly have unprotected 
sex are idiots, monsters, or just free 


spirits. Days (Giorni) plays the Cas¬ 
tro Saturday, June 22, at 3:30 p.m. 

A perfect ‘21’ 

Bravo to the Frameline Fest for 
featuring a delightful new talent, 
Erin Greenwell. Her 21, just 53 
minutes long and shot on video, is 
a perfect distillation of what it is 
to be gawky in high school and 
discovering you’re a lesbian. 

Fifteen-year-old Leigh (Rachel 
Style) is the girl with raging hor¬ 
mones who’s the centerpiece of 
this feature. She’s in the school 
band, her parents are divorced, 
mom’s pushing samples of turkey 
roll at a local grocery store, her 
hated brother’s on the wrestling 
team, and she’s in love with Jen, 
who sits next to her during band 
practice. This is a living hell until 
the day the girls’ knees “kiss.” Wait 
till Leigh’s diary hears about this. 


And then wait until the journal 
learns about Jen and Leigh finally 
having their first prolonged kiss 
after Jen removes her sneakers. 

21 perfectly captures the anxi¬ 
eties of teenhood, dysfunctional 
sibling behavior, and those first 
pangs of same-sex passion. 
Throngs will identify with Ms. 
Style, a fresh young actress who 
blesses being gangly with charm. 
Steve Porcelli as the bastard bro is 
eye-candy for the gay boys who 
show up with their lesbian room¬ 
mates. And, yes, we do get to see 
him wrestle in one of those tight 
little suits. 

But more important, 21 her¬ 
alds the appearance of a very 
skilled director/writer with loads 
of promise. Plays the Little Women 
program, with Lisa Ginsburg’s 
Chicken Night and Caren McDon¬ 
ald’s Shaving (Castro, 6/23). T

music excursion into the lightness 
of being, with Klein’s warbly Neil 
Young-esque vocals ranging 
through one melodic piece after 
another, touching on elliptical, spir¬ 
itual themes of the heart. Klein says 
it’s about “getting over your dark¬ 
ness, dropping off some of the de¬ 
spair, and gaining a kind of clarity.” 

I want to knowlf they agree 
they’re art rockers, and Mullen 
replies, “I think that’s handy, but 
Adam and I mainly think of our¬ 
selves as writers, so our work has 
as many similarities to Laura 
Nyro’s ‘New York Tendaberry’ as it 
does to, say, Roxy Music.” 

“Tuxedo Moon are a huge in¬ 
fluence for me,” responds Klein. 
“The kind of Rococo quality 
about their music. A high aes¬ 
theticism. Certainly in Michael’s 
piano-playing there’s that kind of 
quality.” 

“It’s not naive music,” agrees 
Mullen, who has an MA in English 
from UC Berkeley, “and we’re not 
pretending we haven’t read books.” 

“We’re not 
the Slits, even though we love the 
whole punk thing. It’s more fi¬ 
nessed.” 

Beautiful people 

I wonder if Klein and Mullen 
socialize much with other bands or 
feel part of a scene, which prompts 
Klein to acknowledge their aver¬ 
sion to parties and networking. 
They do keep tabs on what passes | 


for a scene, though it’s far more dif¬ 
fuse than the punk scene of yore. 
One local band both men admire 
is Four Stars, who impressed them 
with the album Were All Beautiful 
People. They give high marks as 
well to Grand Falloon Bus, Creep¬ 
er Lagoon, Hanna Marcus, and 
Barbara Manning. They note that 
those artists, like themselves, find a 
strong following abroad. 

“We’ve had a lot more re¬ 
sponse in labels and people will¬ 
ing to assist us in Europe than we 
have here,” says Klein. “Certainly 
there’s a real interest in Germany 
in American music now, and I 
think pop music is central to 
British cultural life. They take it 
seriously, and there’s a place for 
more challenging music.” 

One cultural phenomenon 
that troubles them is the strange 
disconnect between the gay com¬ 
munity at large and its subset of 
gay rock musicians, who receive 
precious little support from their 
more mainstream gay brothers. 

“I notice more and more that 
bands like Le Tigre or Mark 
Weitzel or Magnetic Fields and 
Stephin Merritt are really being 
recognized, which is good,” ob¬ 
serves Klein, “but what’s interest¬ 
ing to me is that I’ve never sensed 
that queer audiences necessarily 
embrace those musicians. Maybe 
yes for Le Tigre, and maybe that’s 
just a dyke thing. Maybe dykes are 
more open to the rock experience. 
But I still feel that gay men are in 
a coma of drugs and sex.” 

Methamphetamines have 
deadened gay sensibilities,

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bians Bianca knew to leave town.

There’s 
got to be real queer input on this 
show, the writing is just too true. 

Real world 

Speaking of too true, the real 
news just stays gruesome. If it’s 


not pedophile priests on the 
homefront, it’s suicide bombings 
in the Middle East and bomb 
threats in India and Pakistan. On 
the heels of the 30th anniversary 
of Watergate, the FBI and CIA are 
still at it, and the Homeland Secu¬ 
rity announcement by the Prez 
last week has mysteriously died in 
mid-news-cycle. 

Washington and world events 
have left us numb. Which may be 
why the bizarre kidnapping of 14- 
year-old Elizabeth Smart from her 
bed in a sleepy Salt Lake City sub¬ 
urb has garnered so much atten¬ 
tion. With the rich and influential 
parents of a Chandra Levy and the 
sexy good looks of an adolescent 
JonBenet Ramsey, Smart is the 
story of the hour. It’s to be hoped 
celebrity doesn’t skew this investi¬ 
gation as it has so many similar 
cases. 

In other crime news, the law- 
enforcement villain in the OJ 
Simpson case, Detective Mark 
Furman, won some Karmic re¬ 
demption last week when a guilty 
verdict was brought against 
Kennedy cousin Michael Skakel in 
the 27-year-old murder of his 
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laments Klein. “I think there’s a 
real reluctance to talk about it 
honestly, and to condemn it and 
be really forthright in condemn¬ 
ing it as a lifestyle choice.” 

As to growing older in the rock 
world, Mullen is stoic. “One thing 
about being older is you can’t fool 
yourself that the world is your 
oyster and it’s just a matter of time 
before you’re recognized. Nor can 
you fool yourself that you’re about 
to become some kind of star. It’s 
all about doing the work. It’s all 
about creation, communication.” 

Adds Klein, “It’s about finding 
gratifications in ways that aren’t 
simple. It’s embracing a lot of the 
challenges that come with creat¬ 
ing. I’ve faced a lot of economic 
hardship pursuing a life of writ¬ 
ing, whether it be books or music. 
There’s no martyrdom in that, it’s 
just a choice I made. But when 
you get older, the 20 years of sac¬ 
rifice start to mount up. Life 
changes, and you begin to say, 
well, no one’s particularly inter¬ 
ested in a 40-year-old rock star. 
I’m not interested in being a 40- 
year-old rock star. I just like the 
form. I think pop music is such a 
wonderfully universal experience, 
and I believe life experience can-be 
brought into that form and be 
tremendously transforming.” ▼

neighbor, 15-year-old Martha 
Moxley. Furman reinvestigated 
the case a few years ago, and wrote 
a book about it.

Space for art 

J oe Mama, my fire-spinning,Kabbalah-reading,dreadlocked 
circus artist friend, dropped by my queer yoga class in the Mis¬ 
sion the other day to pass along word about an event his group 
ArtSF is doing in conjunction with the nonprofit umbrella orga¬ 
nization artAngeis, which is dedicated to cultivating a new gener¬ 
ation of art audiences and patrons. On Friday, June 21, says Joe 
Mama, artAngeis will be presenting “inhibitlon/Exhibition,” a 
gala benefit and art auction at Cowell Theater at Fort Mason Cen¬ 
ter, from 6 p.m. to midnight. The group ArtSF (which Joe Mama 
co-founded), along with Genart SF and Black Rock Arts, will be 
curating the visual art exhibition and silent art auction, and many 
performers will entertain, among them: 

• Kunst-Stoff, the experimental ballet company, in a world pre¬ 
miere, “Super Vision,” by choreographer Tomi Paasonen; 

• Xeno, a theatrical performance group with a fusion of intricately 
choreographed dance, breathtaking aerial acts, hypnotic fireplay 
and mesmerizing video-art; 

* Shadowlight Productions, presenting contemporary shadow the¬ 
ater, integrating traditional shadow theater techniques with 
American theater and film styles; 

• D’Yara, a female a capella ensemble uniting traditions of Eastern 
European and West African music and beyond; 

• Stagebridge, the oldest senior theater organization in the nation; 
• Daphne Gottlieb, an artist from the Jon Sims Center, doing per¬ 
formance poetry; 

• Circus Center, the premiere training center for the arts of the cir¬ 
cus, with its distinctive brand of creative expression; 

• Tenement, a Butoh Art Collective. 

Joe Mama tells me the reason his group is involved is because 
they’re trying to puchase a warehouse space for an artists collec¬ 
tive. As he posted on his ArtSF.org website: “We artists have been 
watching rent prices steadily soar beyond our reach. We have seen 
many studios and artspaces evicted from Their long-term homes. 
The rental market has made it impossible for most artists to rent an 
apartment in San Francisco, much less to start a new art space.... 
A lot of San Francisco’s artists have had to move away because of 
the lack of affordable space. We need practice and performance 
space to work in as well as apartments to live in to continue to cre¬ 
ate in this city.... We have tried to address the city government in 
regard to these issues, but we have had little success.... Artists will 
not be swayed by the whims of the market. Art will have perma¬ 
nent home in San Francisco.” ▼

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Imagining Milhous 

A trip to the Richard Nixon Library

B y the time you read this, the 
long-hidden identity of 
“Deep Throat” will either 
have been revealed to the world, 
or not, by John Dean. No, that’s 
not the porn icon Linda Lovelace, 
recently deceased, but the Water¬ 
gate blabbermouth who sunk the 
Nixon Administration with the 
help of two Washington Post re¬ 
porters. The only visual image we 
have of this mystery person is Hal 
Holbrook, who played “Deep 
Throat” in the film version of 
Woodward and Bernstein’s expose 
All the President's Men way back in 
1976, when the seamy history of. 
the Republicans’ infiltration of the 
Democratic HQ in 1972 was still 
giving Washington a bad smell. 
The stench has stopped only in¬ 
termittently since. 

If you need a place to celebrate, 
protest, or just stare in disbelief at 
the mementos of the Nixon legacy 
on this historic week, why not 
consider a trip to Yorba Linda, in 
one of Southern California’s most 
smog-choked valleys? The delight¬ 
ful location, ringed with freeways 
(and billed on its website as “15 
minutes from Disneyland”—they 
wish!) is the birthplace of Richard 
Milhous Nixon, and you can see 
the bed he was born in, covered 
with a cheerful patchwork quilt. It 
is also the site of his grave, where 
he has rested in peace next to Pat 
since 1994, near the outdoor am¬ 
phitheater, a gift of Bob and Do¬ 
lores Hope. (The Nixons’ legacy 
rests less easily, as the feud between 
daughters Julie Nixon Eisenhower 
and Tricia Nixon Cox over their fa¬ 
ther’s papers has recently been 
smeared across the national press.) 
You can tour the reconstructed 
house he was born in. You can 
pose for a photo by his grave. Birth 
to Earth. In-between come the 
contents of a remarkable museum. 

Although the rambling 
Richard Nixon Library and Birth¬ 
place is obviously intended as a 
tribute to the disgraced 37th Pres¬ 
ident, his dirty laundry is also on 
display to ponder and to savor. 
The Watergate story finds its 
chronological place within the 


long, ponderous walkthrough of 
the Nixon years, from his humble 
beginnings as a Quaker boy shar¬ 
ing an upstairs bedroom with his 
three brothers, to his dubious 
place in history as an internation¬ 
al statesman. Other embarrassing 
moments are put right out there 
for the visitor’s consideration, in¬ 
cluding Nixon’s famous 1952 
“Checkers Speech,” wherein Mil¬ 
hous becomes downright senti¬ 
mental on camera about the fam¬ 
ily pooch, and coins such unlikely 
phrases as “a good Republican 
cloth coat,” speaking of his wife’s 
humble but dignified attire. 

It’s Pat! 

Opportunities for giggles at 
presumably inadvertent kitschi- 
ness abound at almost every turn 
within the Presidential Memorial. 
The displays of the First Lady’s 
wardrobe betray a tortured at¬ 
tempt on the part of her staff to 
give Pat Nixon some dignity while 
also acknowledging the groovi¬ 
ness of the Psychedelic ’60s and 
’70s. An eerie gallery filled with 
life-size figures of world leaders 
from the Nixon years begs the vis¬ 
itor to stand nose-to-nose with 
DeGaulle, to rub Khrushchev’s 
belly, or to shake hands with 
Golda Meir, but, alas, the guards 
will stop you. They are only plas¬ 
ter, after all, painted to resemble 
bronzes (probably easier to move, 
and cheaper!) Like so many other 
things in the Nixon Administra¬ 
tion, as we have learned in the past 
few decades, they were not pre¬ 
cisely what they seemed to be. (An 
exceptionally creepy postcard in 
the museum shop shows real-life 
Ex-Prezzes Nixon, Ford, Reagan, 
and Bush,-Sr., placed like gray- 
suited statues among the fake 
bronze effigies.) But perhaps the 
best kitsch moment is represented 
by an enormous oil painting in 
which VP Nixon shows oppressed 
Hungarian refugees the way out of 
Soviet oppression in 1956, like 
Moses parting the Red Sea. It is on 
permanent display in the Legacy 
of Peace Gallery, as a gift from its 
Hungarian-American artist, who 
probably didn’t want it anymore 
after the Presidential resignation. 

If you go, save time for the mu¬ 


seum store, where you can buy a 
T-shirt with a simple “nixon” on 
the chest, which looks like a laun¬ 
dry-detergent logo. You can also 
bring home a reproduction of the 
historic 1970 White House mo¬ 
ment when the King met the Prez: 
Elvis was on an ironic mission as a 
goodwill ambassador to improve 
the morals of America’s youth, 
who were bedeviled by teenage 
sex, mind-altering drugs, and 
other nasty stuff. Then there is a 
cartoon portrait of Nixon, done 
by his golfing buddy, the “King of 
Mambo,” Xavier Cougat, which 
raises the tantalizing question: 
Did Charo ever spend a night in 
the Lincoln Bedroom? 

If you can’t make the trip 
south, visit the website, where, 
when you tire of historical facts 
about Dick and Pat, Henry 
Kissinger and Alexander Haig, 
you can consider the Nixon Li¬ 
brary as a possible location for 
your wedding reception. “Let our 
staff help you make your wedding 
day the most incredible day of 
your life!” the website chirps. 
Wouldn’t it be fun to e-mail the 
party-planners requests for same- 
sex events? If you plan your gath¬ 
ering carefully, it could coincide 
with an interesting lecture, like 
last week’s opportunity to meet 
Pat Buchanan, author of Death of 
the West: How Dying Populations 
and Immigrant Invasions Imperil 
Our Country and Civilization. It 
was just for Flag Day on June 14. 

But lest you let the comic side 
of the evil Milhous win you over, 
you must pause to consider the 
proliferation of photo ops featur¬ 
ing the 37th President with the 
41st, George Bush, Sr., whose ca¬ 
reer Nixon furthered by appoint¬ 
ing the elder Bush UN Ambas¬ 
sador in 1970, and envoy to China 
in 1974. Indeed, where would we 
be today without Richard Milhous 
Nixon? ▼

and verbal sophistication. Alexie’s 
hero, the ethnically challenged 
Seymour Plotkin, rebels against 
his fate by trading his life on an 
Indian reservation for a first-rate 
education at a white college, fol¬ 
lowed by a critically acclaimed 
role as a poet charged with the du¬ 
bious task of interpreting Native 
American culture for the main¬ 
stream. Called home by the death 
of a childhood friend, Seymour’s 
loyalties are challenged by both 
his white lover Steven (“They’re 
not your tribe anymore, I’m your 
tribe,”) and by the opinion of his 
tribe members as reflected in a 
poll: “73% of Spokane Indians 
think Seymour is an asshole, while 
22% think he’s just a jerk, while 
5% are undecided.” Confirming 
Seymour’s opinion that “living on 
a reservation is like living inside 
an Edith Wharton novel,” Alexie’s 
film does justice to the misunder¬ 
stood role of the writer, and to our 
unease about all American identi¬ 
ty at this time. (Castro, 6/25) 

3. The Lawless Heart British 
filmmakers Neil Hunter and Tom 
Hunsinger follow up their roman¬ 
tic hit Boyfriends (Frameline ’96) 
with a bittersweet tale that also 
pivots around death in an incestu- 
ously tight community. The 
drowning of Nick’s lover Stuart 
not only leaves Nick lonely and 
broke, but for a time questioning 
his sexual identity, if not his sani¬ 
ty. Stuart’s demise rocks several 
other lives in a film that deftly 
switches points of view. (Castro, 
6 / 21 ) 

4. Claire An irony-free zone, the 
most uniquely different film at the 
Festival is a return to a 1920s-.style 
of silent moviemaking, so well-ex¬ 
ecuted that you’d think it was dis¬ 
covered in some farmer’s barn in 
rural Georgia. Director Milford 
Thomas does a witty update on a 
Japanese traditional tale about a 
childless old couple who are mag¬ 
ically given a baby inside a bam¬ 
boo stalk. In Thomas’ hands, the 
couple become a pair of gay farm¬ 
ers, Josh (Sister Missionary P. De¬ 
light) and Walt (James Ferguson), 
who joyfully discover a fully- 
grown girl, Claire (Toniet Gal- 
lego), hidden in a cornstalk. 
Thomas explores how silent film- 
making might have evolved if not 
cut off in its prime, telling his 
story visually, without the intru¬ 
sion of title cards, and by a sensu¬ 
ally effective painting-on-film 
technique that includes the color¬ 
tinting process that silent films 
had begun to explore on the eve of 
the Sound Era. 

Allen Jeffrey Rein, with the 
finely-articulated bone structure 
and ability to project a sense of 
naive astonishment reminiscent of 
an early Buster Keaton, shines as a 
young man saved by a miracle. 
Killed in a diving accident, his 
body is washed by his aunt, a 
scene with just a hint of 
necrophilia, mixed with faith¬ 
healing and the redemptive power 
of a moonchild’s tears. The film’s 
moody score will be performed 
live by a 12-piece chamber or¬ 
chestra conducted by its compos¬ 
er, Anne Richardson. (Herbst, 
6/26) 

5. The Politics of Fur At first 
glance, Una (Katy Selverstone) 
would appear to have won a lip¬ 
stick-lesbian version of The Price 
Is Right, First Prize being getting 
to work at home in your under¬ 
wear in a white-on-white condo 
decorated by nifty electronic de¬ 
vices, a secretary named Dick (the 
ultimate boytoy robotic hu¬ 
manoid who tracks your faxes,

gives organic-snack breaks, and 
fends off your annoyingly needy 
mother), and a tiger cub named 
Baby. Many of us with reclusive 
habits might be tempted to sign 
up for Una’s world, until we dis¬ 
cover that it’s based on the disor¬ 
derly world of late German film 
director Rainer Werner Fass¬ 
binder. 

Filmmaker Laura Nix follows 
pretty closely the basic plot of 
Fassbinder’s The Bitter Tears of 
Petra Von Kant, largely adhering 
to Fassbinder’s love-is-colder- 
than-death world view. Dick, two 


phone lines and Baby seem to 
supply the very controlling Una’s 
every need, until love walks in the 
door in the form of B, a punkish 
lesbo-vixen. B, as untamable as 
Baby, instigates a household rebel¬ 
lion, a coup against Una’s domes¬ 
tic tyranny, and a blow to her slen¬ 
der grasp on reality. The Politics of 
Fur is Fassbinder astutely sampled 
for 12-steppers and cable junkies. 
In Nix’s version, the boys are okay, 
the girls another question. (Cas¬ 
tro, 6/23)

6. Lianna John Sayles’ 1983 ex¬ 
ploration of a young woman’s 
journey of self-discovery, includ¬ 
ing a rocky affair with her college 
professor, helped launch a wave of 


queer cinema that we’re still surf¬ 
ing. Sayles has said that creating a 
character who was as naive as 
himself about the ways of the les¬ 
bian world was an ideal jumping- 
off point for a story about human 
beings who were better represent¬ 
ed in his life than they were on the 
big screen.

8. Britney Baby - One More 
Time A silly romp about drag 
divas and media wannabes 
trolling after celebrity, mostly 
worth seeing for the performance 
of Robert Stephens, who channels 
Britney better than Britney. Brit¬ 
ney Baby peaks before she reaches 
her goal, a Papal audience with the 
real Britney. (Castro, 6/29) 

9. Tricia’s Wedding/Elevator 
Girls in Bondage After sampling 
the acid-fueled lives of the Cock- 
ettes in Weissman and Weber’s 
nifty doc, catch their loony act in 
two films that rate with the best of

early-’70s John Waters and Paul 
Morrissey.

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Romp ’n’ roll

T here are several flavors of the 
well-known Falcon brand. 
There is the Romp, which 
can be subcategorized Dayromp, 
beside a sun-drenched swimming 
pool, and Nightromp, in a crepus¬ 
cular sex club. There is the Ro¬ 
mance, which comes both happi¬ 
ly realized and bittersweetly un¬ 
fulfilled. And finally, there is prob¬ 
ably the most popular of Falcon’s 
flavors, the overpowering sex in 
foreboding circumstances of 
(wolves howl and lightning crash¬ 
es) the Not Romance. While it’s 
not unusual to find more extreme 
sport, like dildo-play and fisting, 
in the first two categories, you can 
be sure there’s neither romp nor 
romance in the latter. It’s serious 
business. 

A glad example of a daytime 
romp is delivered by the recent 
Jocks release, Ready for More 
(JVP-109). Its especially enter¬ 
taining opening and closing 
scenes bookend a certainly effec¬ 
tive middle pair, whose swell inci¬ 
dent lacks only the organic build 
of their companions. In the first 
scene, the particularly avid bot¬ 
tom Lindon Hawk is getting the 
best out of ass-stretchingly hung 
top Chad Hunt. I can’t help notic¬ 
ing that the tapering head atop 
Chad’s fat cock can make it look 
like a giant slug. That may let the 
behemoth slide in easier, but it’s 
why I still prefer Spike’s, 
straight as a girder and so 
amply topped it pops going 
both directions. That 
doesn’t mean I’d decline 
the chance to watch 
Chad’s, though, and this 
is one of its better show¬ 
cases. There are mo¬ 
ments 
when you’d 
swear this 
puppy 

must be a CGI effect, like when 
the chokehold Hawk’s ass clamps 
around the great girth of Hunt’s 
cock makes it visibly swell. And 
when eye-to-eye (so to speak) 
with this cock, young Hawk has an 
awestruck fervor that is both ro¬ 
mantic and sleazy — a swell 
combo. 

Hawk’s prowess is encored in 
the video’s third scene, in which 
he’s plugged from both ends by 
snarling-lipped Brady Martin and 
sturdy Daniel Montes (remember 
his stunning, arty debut in 
Crush?) In the video’s second 
scene, collegiate athlete Matt Sky- 
lar worships hypermuscular boy- 
hunk Matthew Rush. The finale 
shows off the long, snappy boner 
and capable butt of boyish new¬ 
comer Jacob Hall, passionately 


partnered by Falcon exclusive 
Colby Taylor, and featuring, as the 
video’s other scenes do so well, ex¬ 
citing examples of director Chi 
Chi LaRue’s favorite POV for a 
fucking: partners facing the cam¬ 
era, one astride the other’s hips to 
ride his cock. Works for me 
every time. 

Full brood 

Falcon’s Branded 
, (FVP 140) is a stiff¬ 
ening example of the 
Not Romance. Al¬ 
though there’s no dis¬ 
cernible 
logic to 
the order 
of the 
credits, there’s certainly a star to 
this killer: the chief attraction and 
major pleasure in all but one of 
Brandecfs scenes is Carlos Morales, 
the brooding, humpy and heavily 
hung young man who is too rarely 
featured as he is here. First he’s 
given a startling workout by an 
unusually grim-faced Cameron 
Fox (the carnivorous rimming, the 
weighty sit-down on Cameron’s 
cock that provokes Morales’ own 
cock, without his touching it, to 
blast its burst of cum). Then he 
survives the punishment of preda¬ 
tors in a lengthy orgy (the size of 
the dildo, the number of guys!), 
and wins as his prize a private ses¬ 
sion with the leader of the pack 
(butt-plug strapped in, how 
writhingly he services the big boss, 
ending upside-down and shooting 


onto his face). 

The one scene Morales isn’t in 
lets us see Falcon’s exclusive star 
Justin Dragon better than we’ve 
ever him before. The slender 
Dragon’s just about as pretty as a 
butch dude can be, with his pixie 
nose, supermodel cheekbones, 
peaches-and-cream complexion 
and nipped-in waist. Yet despite 
these refined features, there’s Bad 
Boy written all over him — a fact 
backed up by his Gothic biker tats. 

Still, even though I thrilled to 
see my boy Carlos displayed every 
which way, with Dragon and a 10- 
man posse of gangbangers thrown 
in for good measure, Branded left 
me somehow unsatisfied. I think 
it’s the story, another of those Fal¬ 
con “elite, secret society” numbers 
where membership in a closed 
brotherhood (being gay) can only 
be attained by passing a test (sub¬ 
mitting to penetration) delivered 
by those already (somberly) bro¬ 
ken in. This paradigm of the gay 
experience may have had some 
validity several generations ago, 
but is surely shopworn. It’s a 
world where the ostensible pur¬ 
veyors of pleasure show scant 
signs of enjoyment. Though sen¬ 
sationally excessive, such impas¬ 
sively presented, stoically received 
and particularly joyless proceed¬ 
ings are leaving me increasingly 
disinterested. ▼

The City of Your Final Destination 
by Peter Cameron; Farrar, 

Straus, Giroux, $24 

| onsider this plot outline: A 
young American graduate 

- P student journeys to a Latin 
American country to visit the 
reclusive family of a dead writer, 
in an attempt to get their autho¬ 
rization for a biography of the au¬ 
thor. On the surface, it 
doesn’t sound like it has 
the makings of an inter¬ 
esting, much less sus¬ 
penseful story. But this 
is essentially all that 
happens in Peter 
Cameron’s latest novel, 

The City of Your Final 
Destination, and in 
Cameron’s hands the 
story is indeed quite 
gripping. One could 
even call it a page-turn¬ 
er. 

In Cameron’s last 
novel, Andorra (1997), 
an American man trav¬ 
els to the tiny European 
country of the book’s 
title to recover from the 
tragic deaths of his wife 
and young daughter. 

The novel is a skillful 
blend of murder mys¬ 
tery and psychological 
thriller, as well as a great 
example of the “unreliable narra¬ 
tor” technique. Although The City 
of Your Final Destination lacks a 
“great big secret” of the kind that 
lies at the heart of Andorra, this 
most recent novel is thematically 
and stylistically similar to its pre¬ 
decessor. Both novels tell the story 
of a troubled American’s sojourn 
to a remote, exotic locale, and in 
both stories the trip is a catalyst 
for unexpected self-discovery. 

The troubled American in this 
latest Cameron novel is Omar 
Razaghi, a graduate student in lit¬ 
erature at the University of 
Kansas. Razaghi receives a gener¬ 
ous grant, and a guarantee of pub¬ 
lication, for an authorized biogra¬ 
phy of Jules Gund, an enigmatic 
Latin American author whose 
equally enigmatic family (a sister, 
a brother and a wife) live on the 
secluded Gund estate in Uruguay. 
The only problem is that Razaghi 
does not in fact have authoriza¬ 
tion for the book. When he writes 
the family asking for permission 
and is denied, he decides to pay 
them a visit and plead his case in 
person. 

Cameron deftly characterizes 
Omar as the quintessential ab¬ 
sent-minded professor-to-be. 
There’s a scene involving a lost 
dog and some quicksand that is 
nothing short of slapstick. The 
clumsy scholar is also known to 
have accidentally burned down a 
previous residence. But Omar’s 
bumblings seem to belie a deeper 
personal conflict. His somewhat 
domineering girlfriend reminds 
Omar that she “doesn’t really be¬ 
lieve in accidents.” Sensing that he 
needs direction in his life, she en¬ 
courages him to travel to Uruguay 
and write the book. Omar under¬ 
takes the quest as much out of a 
need for personal redemption as 
for career advancement. 

Circle game 

Here, as they say, the plot 
thickens. Omar manages to make 


it to Uruguay and find the Gunds. 
He is soon drawn into their small, 
weird circle. They are a strange 
bunch. Gund’s widow Caroline is 
an icy, reclusive painter who has 
given up any hope of having her 
own talent and paints only copies 
of other artists’ masterpieces. Her 
bitterness is no doubt fueled by 
the fact that Gund’s mistress, the 
beautiful Arden, also lives in the 
house, along with her young 
daughter Portia. Jules’ brother 
Adam, sardonic antagonist to his 



sister and sister-in-law, lives with 
his young lover Peter at a mill- 
house near the estate. Jules Gund, 
subject of the biography in ques¬ 
tion, remains throughout the 
book a tangential figure, and we 
learn little about him except what 
bits we can glean from the conver¬ 
sations of his siblings and his wife. 

Because the Gund house is so 
remote, Omar is asked to stay the 
night. His appeal for authoriza¬ 
tion to write the book is met at 
first with resistance, but Omar’s 
tenacity soon provokes divisions 
within the family. For this and 
various other reasons, Omar’s stay 
becomes prolonged. He soon be¬ 
comes increasingly involved with 
and attached to the family, and 
they to him. 

Cameron’s publicist’s have la¬ 
beled his fascination with Amer¬ 
icans abroad as Jamesian, and the 
comparison to the great Ameri¬ 
can writer is apt, but in style and 
tone Cameron seems even closer 
to Kafka. His clean, tight prose 
and silently menacing locales 
seem as evocative of Kafka’s para¬ 
noid Prague as they do of James’ 
refined estates and drawing 
rooms. There are police interro¬ 
gation scenes in Andorra that 
seem inspired by Kafka’s The 
Trial; the characters say very lit¬ 
tle to each other, but there’s a 
powerful undercurrent of ten¬ 
sion, expectation and dread with 
every word. Similarly, in The City 
of Your Final Destination, there 
are times when the characters’ di¬ 
alog seems absurdist in its sim¬ 
plicity. But these exchanges help 
unlock the mysteries of each 
character. All of Omar’s ques¬ 
tions about who Jules Gund was 
seem to prompt similar questions 
about who the surviving Gunds 
are, and, ultimately, about who 
Omar is. The City of Your Final 
Destination is about journeys of 
self-discovery. It is a well-con- 
trolled, understated and engaging 
novel. T
